PREFACE. 



This litfle work on Bible Geography has bnen compiled to supply a want 
"which many mnsf have felt in the course of their instructions to the young" 
t>n Scriptural subjects. Larger and more expensive works exist, to which 
the Compiler has been much indebted, particularly ** Wells's Scripture 
Geography "and Home's Introduction to the Study of the Scriptures ;'' but 
-works of this description though of the greatest value for Teachers, are not, 
from their extent and price, calculated for the daily study of pupils. 

For a long time the contents of this little work have been taught from 
manuscript copies, and from the interest the pupils have shewn in the les- 
sons the Compiler is satisfied that young persons will alwajrs feel more inter- 
est in the relation of Events connected with certain Places than iu any 
•dry, descriptions of those places. The chapters of Fuller's '*Holy War'' 
which contain his *^ Pisgah Glance of Palestine," have for all readers a high 
interest chiefly arising from this circumstance ; and this blending <^ local 
Facts with dry names, which has been long applied to ordinary Geographical 
teaching, cannot be without a good effect in imparting and realizing the 
Events and Places connected with Sacred History.

ACCHO; a celebrated city and s^'st-pott in 
Asher, ; it was a place of great strength, 
from which the Canaaliites were never 
extirpated. (Judges i. 31.) It was ufterr 
wards called Ptolemais, and is now called Acre. 
It is situated on the bay of Acre and is about 
70 miles north of Jerusaletii. 

ACCBABATENE, a district of Judea at the 
south of the Dead Sea, near Idumea, it is 
mentioned (Joshua Xv. 3*) as the southern 
extremity of Judah. 

ACHMETHA, the capital of Media, in which 
the decree of Cyrus lor the rebuilding of Je« 
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V -rnsalem and the temple, was fonnd iu the time 

V of Darius. (Ezra vi. 2.) The city was also 

called Eebatana, and is now called Hamadan. 

ACHOR, a valley near Jericho yfhere Achaii 
and his family were all stonedJby the command 
of Joshua, because he .had taken of the 
spoils of Jericho, contrary to the commands 
of God. (Joshua vii. 26 ; xv. 7.) 

ACHSHAPH, a city *iear the coast of Asher, 
the king; of which was conquered by Joshua. 
^' (Joshua ^ii. 20; xix. 25.) 

ACHZIB, the name of two towns in Canaan, 
one in Asher, and the other in Judah. The 

'' prophet JVIicah speaks of the people of Ach- 
zib in Judah, as having deceived the kincfs 

-of Israel during the Assyrian invasion. 

*• (Josh.^xv. 44; Micah i. 14.) 

ATM)ON, a place in the land of the captivity, 
whence those who returned to Israel could 
not shew their father's house whether or not 
(hey belonged to Israel. (Neh. vii. 61.) 
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ADM AH, one ct (he citiM of the rale of 
dim that was destroyed together with the 
other cities of the plain, by fire from heaven^ 
and was afterwards overwhelmed with the 
waters of the Dead Sea. (Gen. xiv. 2.) There 
was also a fenced city of this name in Naph- 
tali. (Josh. Kix*' 36.) 

ADULLAM, a city of Jndah whose kin|y was 
killed by Joshna. (Josh. xii. 16.) In a 
cave near this city David hid himself Imm 
Saul ; he was joined there by about 400 imny, 
who are described as the diseontentid, tiie 
distressed, and the debtors, and als<^ by some 
valiant Gadites. (I.Sam, xxii. 1. i.) Theeity 
was nearly destroyed in the wars of ihe IsH^el- 
ites ; but was rebuilt by Reboboauf. (2 Chraiv 
xi- 7.) It was afterwards taken and plunderea 
by the army of Sennacherib in the reign of 
Hezekiah. (Micah i. 15.) 

ADUMMIM, a town and mountain in Ben- 
jamin, on the road from Jerusalem tt) Jericto,

There were several cities of Ihis 
name and a valley ; it wm probably over the 
valley of Ajalon in the territory of Dan wher^ 
the moon stood still at the command of Joshua, 
until the Israelites had avenged themselves 
on their enemies. (Joshua x. 12.) Ajalon jn 
Dan, was a Levitical city ; . to this city Saujl's 
army pursued the Philistines. (1 Sam. xiv. 
31.) Another Ajalon, in Benjamin, was fortifi- 
ed by Rehoboam ; another was in EJphr^im, 
and another in Zebulun. 



ALLUSH was an encampment of the Israelites 
in tile wfldemess of Shur, and the n^Lt after 
Dophkah. (Num. xxxiii. 13.) 
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MbMON-BIBLATHAIM^ a smaH town near

AMALEKITES, a \ery powerful people who 

were enemies of the Israelites ; they were des- 

^ Vfendants of Esau, their country was south of 

Canaan, in Arabia Petrea. Of this people, 

the first that warred against Israel, dfod said 

:^ Moses, " 1 will utterly put out the re- 

'membrance of Amalek from under heaveh ;'^ 

* ( Exodus xvii. 14.) and Balaam predicted that 
they should perish for ever. (Numbers xxiv. 

'•125.) When the Israelites were passing to 

* Canaan they were opposed by the AmalekiteN^ 
. who were disc6miited. (Exodus xvii. 8-13) 
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The Atnalekitos wen^ defeated iiy GidAiin 
(Judges Ti. vii. viii) aud agaiu by.Saul, h^io 
npared Apjlag, their king ; for this he n^as 
reproved by Samuel, and God rgeeted hiui 
from being Icing* (I Sam. xr.

AMMONITES, descendants of Amuioii, me 
ijf the sons of Lot, (hey dwelt on the east 
of the Jordan, they were enemies of the 
Israelites, and were defeate^l by Jephtlilih, 
and by Saul. It was Nahash, the king.^»/ 
the Annnonites, who required the menj,of 
JaTicsli-gilead to shew-their obedience to ^m 
by aUowing him to thrust out all their right- 
eyes. (1 Sanu xi. 2.) Hanun, the ao^/of 
Nahash abused the u>essenger8, whom David 
sent to condyle with him on the dealh of iiis 
father, Nahaah ; and David sent Jimb with an

Jeremiah, the prophet, was a nativif* 
of this place. A few of the inhabitants of 
this town who returned from the Babylonish 
captivity rebuilt it. 

ANTI- LIB ANUS, a chain of mountains north 
of Canaan, in Syria, where the Jordan rises; 
there is another chain westward, separafte4,>)>|^ 
a wide valley, and parallel with it, called Lib#n- 
us or Lebanon. (Josh. xi. 17.) ;| 

APHEK, there are several cities of this nMne 
mentioned in the bible. At Aphek in Judah 
the Philistines encamped when they took the 
ark of Goii which had been bronght from ShiMi.

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ARABIA PETRBA, was so named from its 

. chief city Petra ; it is to the north of the 
Red Sea, and includes the wilderness of ^Aai. 
Its character is rocky monntains, and sandy 
plains. Uz, the laud of Job was in this 
country. Here, Moses kept the flocks of 
Jethro, and saw the buruiuji^ bush on Mount 
Horeb, that was not consumed, when he w$s 
commissioned to {9;o and deliver the Israelites 
from their slavery — here, the pillars of cl^ud 
and tire guided the Israeliti*s, and to this 
country Elijah tied from the persecutions of 
Jezebel. (Ex. iii. -^-4 ; 1 Kings xix. 8.) 

ARABIA FELIX, this part of Arabia extendi 
along tiie coast of the Red 8ea to the Indfan. 
Ocean ; it is fertile, atid produeiss odoriferous 
shrubs, fragrant gums, frankincense, my^h, 
and oassia. The Queen of Sfaeba is slid^^to 
have reigned ov^er a pai»t of this edowtry. 
The fleets of Salomon aiid Htram fr^qonted 
lis seas aad traded in its towns.

DAMASCUS, Uie capital of 8yria, and a city 

of great antiquity, as it is known to have ex- 
isted in the days of Abraham.

»SL) The parents of Eliezer, Abraham's 
f>. aleward, were probably natives of Damascus. 
rfwThe city lies eastward of the ranges of 
.•imouatains called Anti-libanus, and it is water- 
. ed by the rivers Abana and Pharpliar. When 
David had conquered Hadadtzer, king of 
. Zobah, who was succoured by the Syrians of 
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DamasciM, be placed ^rrisons in lliait city. 
(2 iSam. viiL 5. 6.) One of the eoeinieaf raiM- 
t'd up ttf(ainf(t Solomon, when he furoook God 
was Resdn of Damascus ; (I Kin^s xi. 2»),25) 
this city thence hecaine the capital of a povvei^ 
ful kingdom. Asa, king of Judah, sought 
assistance from Beuhadad king of Syria ^ 
(Damascus) against Baasha the Icing of Israel, 
and was reproved hy Hanani the prophet* 
The son of Benhadad made war against Ahab, 
and was defeated. (1 Kings xx. 1^3-30.) 
Th€» prophet Elislia visited Damascus during 
the sickness of Benhadad, who sent to him to 
enquire if he should recover. Benhadad was 
murdered by Hazael, who then became king, 
and afflicted Israel greatly, as Rlishahad pre- 
dicted. (2 Kings viii. 12. ) Benhddad, the 
son of Httzael succeeded him, and Jehoash, 
the king of Israel, took from him the dtieH 
which HazHel had taken from Jehoahaz, his 
father. (2 Kings xiii. 2o,) Tiglath-pileser, 
the king of Assyria — whom Ahaz called to hh 
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' iiiMiigtanM against Rezin king of Danrnwos 

" and Fekah king of Israel, conquered Danias- 

- ens, and added Syria to his kingdom — The 

prophets, Isaiah and Amos had both predicted 

this conquest Damascas is abont 186 miles 

north of Jerasalem.

' To this city, at first caUed Laitih, Abraiiam 
' puraaed the kings who conquered Sodom, and 
rescued Lot. The town was taken by the 
Dauites, and called after the head of their 
tribe. (Jud. xviii. 29.) The expression 
^' from Dan to Beersheba'' is often used iu the 
Old Testament to express the extent from 
north to south of the promised land. At this 
place, after the revolt of the Tribes, Jeroboam 
set up a golden calf. (1 Kiugs xii. 28,29.) 

DEAD SEA, the lake which covers the guilty 
cities of Sodom, Gomorrah, Admnh, and 
Zcboim, — the site of the ancient vale of S^- 
dim, which was so beautiful as to be compar- 
ed with "the garden of the Lord." Into the 
Dead Sea, the waters of the river Jordan 
fall ; — it is called the Salt sea, (Gen. xiv. 9 ; 
Deut iii. 17.), the Sea of the Plain, (Deut iii. 
17. )> ^^^ ii^ Ezekiel it is called the East Sea.

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IdlSBIR, called also Kirjath-sepher^ a ntrm^si 

'■- €ity near Hebron^ in Judah, the king of which 

r wan ftlain by Joshua. (Josh. x. 38-39.) It 

fell by lot to Caleb, and was taken by Othuiel, 

to whom Caleb ^ave it with his daughter 

AchKah. (Josh. xv. 15.) 

DIBON, a town of the Moabites^ first posaesR- 
.ed by the tribe of Gad who made it a strong 
place^ it was then assigned to Reuben. (Num. 
xxxiit 34 ;. Josh. xiii. 9.) The Moabites 
again obtained it when the Israelites were 
taken captive by Tiglath«>pileser. (Isa. xv« 

; 2 ; Jer. xlviii. 18-22.) 

1>0PHKAH^ one of the encampments of the 
Israelites between the wilderness of Sin and 
Mount Sinai. (Num. xxxiii. 12.) 

]>OR^ the chief city of a district or kingdom of 
Canaan which was conquered by Joshua ; it 

. was situated on a peninsula in the Mediter* 
ranean, and was included In Weatam Ma^

DOTH AN, the place north of Shechtin to which 
. Joseph went to seek his brethren, when tht'V 
first cast him into a pit, and then sold hini to 
the Ishmaelites.

There 
were two towns of this name, at one of them 
Elisha was surrounded by the soldiers of Ben- 
. hadad who were sent to take him, hut thei^ 
were smitten with blindnesss.

where Nebuchadnezzar«etup his golden ima^e 
which all men were commanded to worship, 
and which Shadracfa, Meshach, and Abednej^o 
refuijed to worship.

TheEAST, the portions of thie world tkuajitviT 
ed iu the Seriptinres are g«»nenally thiose which 
lie east of Jndea, particulaarly Mesopolautia, 
ArmeBifii^ and Permu. . 
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fiBAL, a celebrated tnountaiii iii Ephraiin. 
opposite Mount Gerlzim ; in the valley be- 
tween them was the ancient city of Shechem. 
The blessings of the law were pronounced to 
the assembled Israelites from Mount Gerizim^ 
and the cursings from Mount Ebal, under 
i oshua's directions^ as Moses had commanded. 
(Deut Mvii. 11-13; Josh. viii. 33,34 ) 

EBENEZER, the name of a place where the 
Israelites encamped in their war with the 
Philistines, and near which they were defeat- 
ed and lost 30,000 men ; at this time the Ark 
of God was taken and carried to Ashdod, and 
Uophni and Phinehas were slain* (I Saui. 
iv. 10,11.) Twenty years after, the Israel- 
ites defeated the Philies tines at the same place 
when Samuel set up a stone for a memorial 
lyetween Mizpeh and 8heti, and named it 
Ebenezer. (1 Sam. vii. 12.) 

eCBATANA, «ee Aduactiia. 
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ED, the name of the altar erected by the tifll^ev 
of lleuben, Gsid, and half-Mauassefa^ on th($ 
borders of Jordan, in Gilead, to witness tfaltt 
they belonp^ed to Israel, after they were se- 
' parated from the other tribes by tbe Jordnn. 
(Josh. xxii. 34.) 

EDEN, the garden which the Lord God plai^t-^ 
ed for the abode of om- first parents; ii; 
it frrew every tree pleasant to the sight 8^n< 
good for food. It was the scene of man's in- 
nocence and happiness, of bis teniptatioi^ ,v 
fall, and expulsion from the presence of Gw . 
[t is supposed to have been situated near tl ? 
head of the Persian Gulph, where the river i 
Euphr^ates and Tigris empty their waters, bi * 
several other situations have been assiguitdM 
the garden of Eden. (Gen. ii. 8-15.) 

EDOM, the country to the south of Canii^V* 
called also Idomea, it extends into Arabii 
Petrea and to the borders of the Red Sea ; 'I 
was peopled by tbe deseeadsiiits of Eiau whf 
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•ni called Kdooiites. The king q£ Edcfm re-^ 
4»^ t^ l^ ^ I9i»«iite8 pass through bin 
jt^qoantey on thair way from Egypt to Canaau, 
.tfiwgh».bytheDlvui^CQtiiman(lU, they offered

(Num. sx. 17.) Balaam predicted that Edom

knd Hadad, the young prince, escaped into 
Bji^ypt David placed garnf»on« in Edonr, 
and the country remained in subjection to 
dudab fbr many years. The Edomites re- 
volted from Judah in the reig^ of Jehoram 
the sou of Jehoshaphat, whose wicrkedness was 
<«o great that 6od withdrew his protection 
from hitn« and the prophecy of I^^airc was

At 
tMsi place David was reproved by Eliab Tor 
leaving the sheep in the wilderness and com- 
ing to see the battle. (1 Sam. xvii. 2.) 

ELAM, an ancient district of Persia. Its king 
Ghedorlaomer was very powerful, and caus- 
ed the kings of the cities of the i^lain to pay 
him tribute. (Gen. xiv. 1.) Daniel describes 
Shushan, the residence of the kings of Persia^ 
as in Elam. (Dan. viii. 2.) 

£LATH, a town and port of Arabia Petrea oA 
the Red Sea. When David couquered Kdom, 
he took possession of this place and tracked 
thence to all parts of the known world. (2 
Sam. viii. 14; 2 Chron. viii. 17,18.) Solo- 
mon built ships here and sent them to Ophir. 
Azariah, king of Judab, rebuilt Elath and res- 
tored it to his kingdom. (2 Kings xiv. 2^. ) 
It in as afterwards taken by Rezin king of 
Damascus, who " recovered Eiath to Syria.'^ 
(2 Kings xvL 6.) 
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EL-ELOHE-ISRAEL, the name, signify injf.

EL I M, the place at which the Israelitps encamp- 
ed ill the wilderness .after they left Marah ; 
there were at Elim " twelve wells of wa.ter, 
and three-score and ten palm-trees."

' XV. 27.) 

ELKOTH or ELKOSHAI, a village of Israel 
which was the birth-place of the prophet 
Nahum. 

EMIM, a warlike giganitic people of Canaan,

aim. (Gen. xiv. 5; Dent ii. 10.) 

ENDOR, a town in western Manasseh, a few 
miles south of Mount Tabor.

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HAVOTH-JAIR, several 8m«ll tovms in the 
land of Gilead which were taken by Jair^ one 
of the soniB of Manasseh. (Num. xxxii 41 ;

H AZEBOTHy an ^neampment of the Israelites

HAZOR, a place in the north of Canaan ;6f 
which Jabin was the king; when he oppressed 
the Israelites they were delivered by Deborah 
and ^arak.

HEBRON, an ancienl and celebrated city !in 
the territory of Judah, it was situated o^n 
an eminence, was about twenty miles soU^ 
of Jerusalem, and the same distance north i%f 
Beersheba, ft is the place where Abrahafti 
lived after he viaa separated fi-onr Lot* Satill '- 
died at Hebron and was bnried in the eaire of 
Maebpelah where several of the patriarths 
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< iii|d their wives were also buried. Isaac and 

^..,j9€ob both lived at Hebron, and Esau and 

. : Jaoob were born there. Jacob resided at 

Hebron when he sent Joseph to his brethren 

at Shechem to enquire after them and their 

flocks. TGen. xxxviL 14) The city was 

taken, and its king^ killed by Joshua ; it was 

" again coiiauered by Caleb who was assisted 

by Othniel, (Josh. x. 36,37 ; xv. 13) an4 it 

was allotted to Caleb for an inheritance. At 

Hebron, David was first proclaimed king, and 

' kept his court for the first seven years of 

his reign before he took Jerusalem. At 

Hebron also Absalom and Ahithophel con t 

spired ae^ainst ]>avid. (2 Sam. xv. 12/) Dur-^ 

ing the captivity of the Jews the Eldomites 

flavaded Judah and took Hebron. It was 

^appointed to be a Levitical city and a city 

#f refuge. 

HfiiWAM^ the name of a place at which the 

*^ Syrians asaerabied nuder Hadadezer, and at 

ivhidi David defeated them* (2 Sam. x. 16.) 
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HELKATH-HAZZURIM, the nfetiic tHfe 
place near the city of Gibeon, so called from 
the combat between twelve men of Ishbosh- 
eth's army, and twelve chosen from the army 
of David -who fought till all were destroyed. 

. (2 Sam. ii. 16.) 

HERMON, one of a chain of mountains which 
bounded the land of Bashan on the eai^t of 
Jordan, it was celebrated for its height, mi^ 
for its summit being like Lebanon covered 
with snow; it is mentioned as the nortliern 
boundary of the Promised Land beyond/ the 
Jordan. 

HESHBON, the chief city of Sihon king of 
theMoabites; it was afterwards incltidealfti 
the tribe of Reuben. (Num. %xi. 26 ; xstxii.. 
37.) After the captivity of the Ten THfoes 
the M oabites again possessed it. 

HIDDEKi^L, one of the four rivers whidi 
watered the garden of Eden and sappoaid^ Ho 
be the same as the Tigris. (Gen. li. 14.) 



HlNNOM, a valley on the south of Jerasalem 

r and the boundary between the tribes of Judah 

; .-HXkd Benjamin. In this valley the worst kinds 

^ ^of idolatry were practised by the Israelites, 

' who made their innocent children to pass 

through the fire, and drowned their shrieks

HOBAH, a place north of Damascus to which 
Abnihanv and his servants pursued Chedor^ 
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iftoitter aAd the kingi who took L#t eaptiVe. 
(Gen. xiv. IS.) 

HOB, a mountain of Arabia Petrea on the bor« 
ders of lildoin where Aaron died and was buri- 
ed. (Num. XX. 22:2H.) It is said to be the 
highest of the, mountains of Seir. 

HOREB, a celebrated mountain of Arabia to 
the west of Sinai. On Horeb, when Mo^es 
fed the flocks of Jethro, his father-in-law, 
God commissioned him from the burning 
bush to go and deliver the Israelites from 
bondage. (Ex. iii. 1.) At the foot of Horeb 
he struck the rock when the Israelites mur- 
mured for water, and the stream gushed 
forth. (Ex. xvii. 6.) To Horeb Eliiah 
retired when he was persecuted by Jezeoel, 
and here God commanded him to go and an- 
oint Hazael to be king of Syria, Jehu to be 
king of Israel, and Elisha to succeed himself; 
and wlien he mourned the idolatries 6( . tNd 
Jews, God comforted him with the assuTaiice 
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» Aat ihere fv^re in Israel' T,0QO who had not 
boirad th€ knee to Baal. (1 Kiiig» x», 8«19.) 

HORH AH, a place at which the Ii^raelites were 
at first discomfited by the Amalekite^, hut 
Mhich they afterwards took and destroyed, 
with Arad its kin^« It was included In the 
territory of Simeon, and at first called Zephath 
(Num. xiv. 45; xxi. 3; Jud. i. 17.) 

IfeHM A ELITES, the descendants of Ishmael^ 

' [ t|ie son of Abraham and Hs^ar. Ishmael was 

\ the father of twelve princes, the heads of the 

twelve Arah tribes, who inhabit the same wild- 

j erness in which Ha^ar and her son wander- 

' ed when they were driven from the house of

The Benjamites pro- 
cured th^selves wives at this city after their 
tribe was nearly destroyed for their sin at 
Oibeah. (Jud. xxi. 8-12.) Nahash Icing of 
the Ammonites besieged Jabesh-gilead and 
required the inhabitants to allow him to thrust 
out their right eye to shew their submission 
to bin^. Saul however came to their assistance 
and delivered them froin the Ammonites. (1 
H^m. xi. 2.) The people of Jabesh-gilead 
ever after felt grateful to Saul and his family 
and when, after bis death, his body, and those 
of his sons were fixed to the walls of Beth-

KKILAB, a town in Judah to which Ahidftar

Ziph. (1 Sam. xxiii. 2.) 

KENATH^a city of (rilead, in Manasseh, and

KENITESy a people who inhabited a region

14.) and \«hen Nebuchadnezzar was about

(Jer. xxxiv. 7.) After the revolt of the ten 
tribes Lachish was the first city in JudHh 
to imitat^'^ the idolatries of Israel, and fi was 
denounced by the prophet Micah. (Mia. 
i. 13.) 

LAISH, the city to which Abraham pursij^ 
. the kings to recover Lot, it was aft^wufda 

conquered with a small district roun4 it, by 
^ the tribe of Dan, and named after tb^ 

fiithiY. (Gm. xiv. 14 ; JUd* xviiL 29^.) • 
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JbBBANON, two ranges of moimtains on the 

»* borders of Syria and Canaan^ the eastern 

range is called Anti-lehanou, and the western^ 

. Lebanon ; the valley between then is called 

Ccelo Syria. The district of Lebanon is 

fertile and abounds in fountains, wells, streams, 

• flowers, fir-trees, and box-trees, and it is 
ceUbratedfor its cedars ; these cedars supplied 
wood for the temple and for the palace which 

I Solomon built. For these works 30,000 men 
were appointed to hew timber in Lebanon. 

Lfi)I}I, ^e place where Samson slew a thou- 
sand Philistines with the jaw-bone of an ass, 
and where a fountain of water sprang up at 
}i^ prayer, which fountain was also called 
tichl (Jud. XV. 9.) 

LI3NAH, a Levitical city of Judah about 
twelve miles south-west of Jerusalem ; its 
Inhabitants revolted from Jehoram because 
be bad forsaken the God of bis fathers. (2 
Chron. xxi. 10.) Near this city the Assyrian

LUZ, a city of the Caaaanites tvhere Jaoob 
slept on his ivay to Padasi^^araM^ and hltd the 
vision of angels ascending and descending : 
he afterwards bcfilt an altat at this pla<!e and 
named it Bethd. (Gcb. 1»:V. 6-1 5. ) 

MAACHA; MAAGHATHITE8, a coontry, 
and a people on the east of Jordan, hear 
Damascus. The Israelites dkl not expel the 
Maachathites, nor their neighbours the Ge- 
shnrites, but lived among them. (Joshi klii. 
13 ; Beut, iii. 14.) 

MACHPELAH^ the name of the traVe iitar 
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Hebron which A:T)raIiem |i0rchi»ed of Epbit)n 
the Hittite for a bnrial place for Sarah ; at 
this;place several o( the patriarchs and ^dr 
wives were buried. (Gen. xxiii. 17.) 

MA HAN AIM, a Levitical city beyond the 
Jordan, between Mount Gilead and the brook 
Jabbok ; its name was given to it by Jacob be- 
cause the angels of God inet luin there when be 
was returning from Padan-aram to CanaaJi. 
It afterwards became a place of great strength^ 
and it was chosen by Abner for the rewdence 
^f Isbbosheth the son «f 8aul, who was there 
proclaimed king, and who lived there during 
the wars between him and David. It was 
4he temporary rei^enee of David during the 
rebellion of Absalom ; near to it was "the Wood 
of £pbraim, where the 'army of David defeat- 
ed that of Absalom, and where Absalom was 
alain, (Gen. xxxii. 2 ; Josh. xiii. 26-30 ; 2 
Sam. ii. 8 ; xvii. 24-27; xviii. 6-8.) 

MAH ANEH-DAN, ft place «e«r Kirjath-jea-

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rim in Judah where 600 Danites encamped 
on their way to Laish ; the name Bignifies 
"the camp of Dan." (Jnd. xviii. 12.) 

MARKED AH, a city in the plain of Judah 
and one of the royal cities of the Canaanites ; 
in a care at this place Joshua took the five 
kingsof the Amorites and put them to death, he 
then slew the king of Makkedah, and des- 
troyed the city. (Josh. x. 15-28.) 

MAMRE, a plain, near Hehron where Abra- 
ham went to reside after he had separated 
from Lot. At Mamre God ma,de a covenant 
with Abraham and promised him a son ; at 
this place Ishmael was born^ and the names 
of Abram and Sarai wer'e changed. Near Maipre 
was the cave of Machpelah. (Gen. xiii. 18.) 

M AN ASSEH, the province of Canaan which 
was oceapied by the descendants of Joseph's 
elder son, it was in two portions. Eastern 
Manasseh which was bounded on the 9outb 
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hy Gad, on the west and north by lake Cin- 
nereth and the iM>urce of the Jordan, and on 
the east by Syria ; — and Western Manasseh 
which was between the tribes of Ephraim 
and Issaehan The most celebrated places in 
Western Manasseh were Tirzah, Megiddo, 
CUith^rimnion, Abel-meholah, Bethshan, En- 
dor, and Ophrah ; those of Eastern Manas- 
seh Ashtaroth, Beeshterah, Geshur, Jabesh- 
^lead, and Lodebar. Jair was onie of the 
most noted persons of this tribe ; he took 
three-score cities and several towns and vil- 
lages, which he called Havoth-jair. 

MAON, a city in the south of Judah, not far 
from Carmel, it was the residence of Nabal 
the churl, who had large possessions there and 
in CarmeL Near to it was a wilderness 
in which David abode for som^ time when 

. Saul was seeking to slay him. (1 Sam 
XXV. 1,2.) . 

MA BAH, a place in the wilderness of Shur to 
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wfaiQli tbd laKMlitet Mne alter three days 
JQQrsejF from the Ke4 Sea, and where they 
feuad tiie waterg so bitter diet Bsetther they 
9or th^r caattfe conKl dnnk of it. At the 
eommand ef Gred> Meeee made the waters 
a^eet by eaataai^ into them the branch of a 
tree. The name eiggiifies btiterness. (Ex. 
%v. 23; Num. stxxiiL 8.) 

MABBSHA^ a city of Judcdi near which, in 
the valley of Zephathah, Asa kinflf of Judah 
conquered Zerah the Ethiopian. Of this city 
theprophet Micafa^ and Eli'ezer, who prophesi- 
ed against Jehoshapfaat when be allied him- 
self with Aba^iah, were probably natiTea. 
(^Chron. xihr. ft.) 

MASS AH, an eneampment of the Israelites 
near Horti), where the people marmnred for 
water, and where Moses, bekig commanded 
to saiite the rock with his rod, did so and 
water gushed forth. (Ex. xvii. 7.) 

M G1>EBA, a eity in. the the south of Reuben 
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' neat: Heshban, where Joab {^fafaied a gfeat 
victory over the Aiiimoiiiite& au4 Syrians. 
(I Ctureu. xix. T-14») 

MEDIA, an extensive eouutry of Asia, south 
of the Caspian Sea,, and north of Persia, sup- 
posed to have been peopled by the descend- 
ants of Madai, the third son of Japheth. 
The Medes were subjugated bv Tiglath-pileser 
the king of Assyria, but they afterwards revolted 
from Sennacherib. Tiglath- pileser placed some 
of the captive Israelites in ^^Halah and Habor, 
by the river of Gozan, and in the cities of 
the Medes." Nebuchadnezzar went against 
Media and Persia after he had defeated 
Pharaoh-Necho king of Egypt and conquer- 
ed Judah. Babylonia was afterwards taken 
from Belshazssar, the grandson of Nebuchad- 
nezzar, by Partus the Mede,. the uncle of 
Cyrus. Soon after Media was attached to 
ihe Persian Empire. 

MBDITERRANEAN SEA, thi» vast body of 
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water is often mentioned in the Scriptures ; 
it is called the "pxeatsea," (Num. xxxiv. 6,T.) 
'- the sea of the Philistines" ; (Ex. xxiii. 31,) 
" the uttermost sea" (Deut xi. 24.) Many 
rivers flow into this sea from Canaan and the 
surroundinfT countries, the chief of which is 
the Nile which traverses Egypt. 

MEGIDDO, a fortified city of Manasseh, near 
to which the army of Jabin was routed by 
Deborah and Barak ; to which Ahaziah fled 
when pursued by the orders of Jehu, and 
where he died ; and where Josiah was defeat* 
ed and mortally wounded when he went 
njfainst Pharaoh-Necho. (Jud. i. 27 ; v. 19 ; 
2 Kings ix. 27; 2 Chron. xxxv. 22,23.) 

MERIBAH, an encampment of the Israelites 
at Rephidim where the .people thirsted and 
murmured against Moses and Aaron, and 
where God commanded Moses to procure the 
people watf r by striking the rock. At this 
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place the Amalekites fought against Israel 
aoii were discomfited. (Ex. xvii. 1-13.) 

MEROM, a lake not far from the head of the 
' river Jordan ; near it Joshaa met the con- 
federated kings of Canaan in battle and com- 
pleted the conquest of the Promised land. 
(J«dh. xi. 5-8.) 

MEROZ, a place near the i^aters of Merom 
the inhabitants of which were cursed because 
they refused to assist their brethren when 
they fought against Sisera. (Jud. v. 23.) 

MESOPOTAMIA, a large province of Asia, 
situated between the Euphrates and the Ti- 
gris. In a part of Mesopotamia called the 
Land of Shiuar, were the first dwellings of 
men after tlie Deluge, where they began to 
build the Tower of Babel. In the same plain 
after many years, the great city Babylon was 
built. In another part, called Padan-aram, 
were born, Heber, the father of the Hebrews, 
Terah, Abraham, Nahor, Lot, Sarah, Rebek - 
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ah^ Lajben, BacdM^l, Leah, and <lie Mwia of 
Jacol^ To tbia part Jaeob >aine wk#n he 
fled from Ewu^ and here be kept diQ flocks 
of Laban bis uncle for twenty years. Balaam 
the wicked prophet re8ided in Mesopotamia, 
and it ^m» the kingdom of Chusan-ri^hathaim, 
from whose oppression Othniel delivered' the 
Israelites. Mesopotamia became a part of 
the Assyrian Empire, and afterwards, succes- 
sively of the Babylonian, Persian, and Mace- 
donian Empires. It is now included in Persia. 

MICHMx4SH, a city of Benjamin about ten 
miles from Jerusalem near which were the 
rocks Bozez and 8ineh. Jonathan and his 
armaur-bi'arer ascended one of these rocks 
and attacked a garrison of the Philistines. 
(1 Sam. xiv. 4-14.) Sennacherib laid up 
his Crtrriajpes at Michmash whc^n he invaded 
Judah. (Isa. x. 28.) 

MIDI AN, a country of , Arabia Petrea the peo- 
ple of which were descendants of Midiaa the 
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ftrairth son of Abraham and Katarah. The 
mwehants who bought Joseph of his brethren 
are called MidBanites and also lahmaelitas ; 
the party was probably composed of descend- 
ants of both Midian and Isnmael^ who were 
carrying spices to Egypt (Gen. xx^vii. 25. ) 
* When Moses slew the Egyptian he fled into 
the land of Midian where he fed the flocks of 
Jethro forty years ; (Ex. ii. 15.) at the end 
of which time God appeared to hiin and ap- 
pointed him to deliver the Israelites from their 
bondage in Egypt When the Israelites 
were journeying to Canaan through the plains 
of Moab, they were seduced into idolatry by 
the Midianitish women, on which occasion 
Zimri, a chief of the tribe of Simeon^ and 
Cozbi, the daughter of a prince of Midian, 
were slain by Phinehas. (Num. xxv. 6-9.) 
Soon after five kings of Midian and Balaam 
the prophet were slain, and many of the cities 
of Midian were destroyed. Many years after, 
when Gideoa was raised up to detiver Israel 
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from the Midiaiiites, two princes of Midian, 
Oreb and Zeeb were slain by the Ephraimites ; 
. and two kin^s.of MidiRn, Zebah and Zalmnn- 
nah were slain by Gideon. (Jud. vii. 25 ; 
viii. 12-21.) 

MIGDOL, a town of Efjypt towards the Bed 
Sea between which and the sea the Israelites 
encamped before passing over ; the Jews 
whom Nebuchadnezzar left in Jadah came 
to this city with Johanan. (Ex. xiv. 2; 
Jer. xliv. 1.) 

MINNITH, a city east of the Jordan near 
Heshbon, it was taken from the Ammonites 
by Jephthsih. The prophet Ezekiel states 
that Jiidah took wheat of Minnith to the 
markets of Tyre. (Jud. xi. 33 ; Ezek. 
xxvii. 17.) 

MIZPAH9 a city in Benjamin at which Saul 
was anointed king of Israel. (1 Sam. x. 
1-17.) Mizpeh, in Gilead was so called by 
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Laban, it is mentioned as the residence of 
Jephtbah ; at this place Gedaliab was made 
governor of Jerusalem by Nebuchadnezzar^ 
and slain by Johanan (Gen. xxxi. 40 ; Jnd. 
xi. 11 ; Jer. xl. 6.) Mizpeh in Moab was 
one of the places to which David fled fron^ 
8aul, his parents joined him there ; but 
the prophet Gad caused him to return into 
Judah. (1 Sam. xxii. 3-5.) A district near 
Mount Hermon was also called Mizpeh. 

MOAB, the part of Arabia Petrea on the east 
of the Dead Sf a, it was inhabited^ after the 

gigantic race of the Emim were conquered^ 
y the descendants of Moab, one of the sons 
of Lot. The Moabites combined with the 
Midiauites against Israel as they journeyed 
to Canaan, and encamped on the borders of 
Moab, when Balaam was sent for by Balak 
the king of Moab. to curse them. (Num. 
xxii. 1-5.) After the death of Joshua, Eglon 
then king of Moab took possession of GUgai 
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and kept (ihe IsraeliteiB lE subj^ctioti tat 
^i^hteea years, ke was slain by E3rad, a 
Benjamit^ who preteilded to hav'e a seeret 
message to him ; after which the men of 
Israel (Hit to death 10,000 men of valour of 
Moah at the fords of Jordan as they en*- 
deavoured to escape to their own couutfy. 
(Jud« iii. 14-30.) In the time of David the 
ku^ of Moab shewed kindness to him whien 
he was persecuted by Saul. (1 Sam. xxii. 
3,4.) The Moabiles afterwards joined the 
Ammonites against David, were defeated by 
Joab and became tributary to the kings of 
Israel. (2 Sam. xii. 26-31.) After Ahab's 
death the king<s of Moab refused to pay their 
tribute, and Jehoram and Jehoshaphat went 
against them and subdued them. (2 Kings 
iii. 5.) The Moabites were taken capdve 
by NebuchadnessNir to Babylon, and some 
of them probaUy returned when the deeme 
of Cyms gave liberty to the Jews. (Xer. 
xii. 14^ iS; xlviii. 4ft,4T»)

city^ (2 Sam. xxiv. 15-23 ; 2 Chron iil. I.) 
It is also said to be the place to which Abra- 
ham was directed to go to sacrifice his son 
Isaac. (Gen. xxii. 1,2.) 

NACHON) the name of a threshing-floor in, 
or acyacent to Jerusalem^ and near the house 
of Obed'^edom. At this place Uzzah was 
struck dead for touching the ark, it was after^ 
wards called Perez-uzzah. (2 Sam. yi. 6.) 

NAIOTH, a place near Ramah to which David 
retired when he began to be persecuted by 
Saul) it was a residence of Samuel, and 
a school of the .prophet i to this place Saul 
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sent iii688eng;er8 twice to take David, and the 
Spirit of God came ou ihem and they pro- 
phesied ; he then went himself to take him, hut 
the Spirit of God came on him also and he 
prophesied. (I Sam. xix. 18*24.) 

NAPHTALI, this portion of Canaan was in- 
habited by the descendants of the sixth son 
of Jacob, whose mother was Bilhah. It was 
boundied on the nurth by Lebanon, west by 
Asher, and east by the Jordan and the Sea of 
(.-innereth. It was one of the most fertile 
and beautiful of the provinces of Palestine, 
it abounded in timber and fruits ; its chief 
towns were Abel-beth-maacha, Harosheth of 
the Gentiles, Hainath, Cinnereth, and Kedesh. 
Benhadad ravaged Naphtali when he went 
against Baasha, at the instigation of Asa. 
(1 Kings XV. 20.) This tribe was carried 
away captive by Tiglath-pileser. (2 Kings 
XV. 29.) 

NEBO, a mountain of the Abarim range in 
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the land of Moab, near to Jordan and opposite 
Jericho. From the summit of this mountain, 
called Pisgab, Moses viewed the promised 
land before he died. (Deut. xxxiv. 1.) 

NEBO, a city of Reuben near Moab which that 
people conquered and took, it is spoken of by 
Jeremiah xlviii. 1. 

NILE, the principal river of Egypt which over- 
flows its banks at certain seasons, and thus 
waters and enriches the surrounding country. 
The chief cities, towns, and villages of Egypt 
are built along the banks of this river. In 
Exodus it is called, " the River." in Issaiah 
and Jeremiah it is spoken of as the '^ Sihor." 
On the brink of this river Moses was placed 
iij an Ark of bulrushes when be could be no 
longer hidden by his mother. (Ex. ii. 3.) 

NINEVEH, the metropolis of Assyria; it was 
' founded by Asshur, (Gen. x. 11.) and situat- 
ed on the river Tigris.

NO, (ThEBE^) the metropolis of Lower or north* 
em Egypt; it was bnih on both sides of the 
Nile, and it 'was of Vast extent. The prophets 
Jeremiah, Ezekiet,andN ahnm denounced its 
wickedness and idolatry. It was taken and 
destroyed by the Persians. 

NOB, a Levitical city of Ben,^atuin^ at which 
eighty-five priests and their families were 
slain by Doeg the Edomite at Saul's com- 
mand, because Ahimeleeh had shewn kindness 
to David. (1 Sam. xsii 9-2(X) SenBael^rih 
halted at Nob i^hen he was marching agMBst 
JeruMlem^ (Isa x.

NOD, the land into whiefa Cain went when h^ 
was driven from men after the murder of his 
brother, it is said to have been ^^ east of Eden." 
(Gen. iv. 16.) 

NOPH,- (Memphis) the ancient capital of 
Upper, or southern Egypt, it was a city of 
great extent and magnificence ; it was de- 
nounced by Jeremiah and Ezekiel for its 
wickedness. It was plundered, and destroyed 
successively by the Persians, Greeks, Arabs, 
and Romans, and it i» now, as Jeremiah pre-* 
dieted, ^^ waste and desolate, without an in- 
habitant." 

OLIVES, Mount of, a celebrated mountain 
near Jerusalem which is separated from that 
city by the vnlley of Jehoshaphat. Here 
when David fled from Jerusalem with hin 
friends weeping, at the time of Absalom's con- 
spiracy, Shimei cursed him ; and here Solo- 
mon erected altars to the gods of the Moab- 
ites and Amtnonites. (2 Sam. xv. 30 ; xvi. 5-T. ) 

H 2 
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ON, a city of Egypt near to the land of Goshen 
noted for its idolatry. Hcliopolis^ one of 
its names, means the city of the Sun^ and 
B£THSH£M£SH,anothernameoftheeity,mean8 
the house y or temple of the sun. It ^was the 

' daughter of the priest of On whom Pharaoh 
gave in marriage to Joseph. Jeremiah pre- 
dicted that Nebuchadnezzar should break the 
images of Bethshemesh, which prophecy was 
fulfilled. (Gen. xli. 46 ; Jer. xliiL 13.) 

OPHIR, a country to which Solomon and 
Hiram king of Tyre traded by ships for gold, 
almug-trees and precious stones ; thought by 
some to be in India, by others in Arabia, and 
by others in Africa. (1 Kings ix. 27,28 ; 
X. 11.) 

OPHBAH, a city in eastern Manas$>eh, also 
called Kphrah, and said to be the birth-place 
of Gideon. Joash, the father of Gideon 
erected an altar at Ophrah which Gideon 
was commanded to destroy. Gideon after- 
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' wards made an idol at Ophrah which caused 
idolatry. At Ophrah Abimelech slew the 
'lawful sons of Gideon except Jotham. (Jud; 
vi. 11 ; viii. 27 ; ix. 5.) 

PA DAN- ARAM, a district of Mesopotamia in 
which some of Abraham's kindred were set- 
tled. Eliezer was sent there to fetch a wife 
for Isaac ; and Jacob sojourned there with 
Laban his uncle for twenty years. (Gen. 
xxviii. 2.) 

PALESTINE, (^See Canaan.) 

PA II AN, the Wilderness to which Hagar and 
Ishmael went after they left Beersheba, and 
where they resided, it is in Arabia Petrea ; 
the wilderness of Zin, and that of Edom, were 
adjacent to it ; Esau married a daughter of 
Ishmael in Paran. Into this wilderness call- 
ed, ^* the great and terrible wilderness," the 
children of Israel went when they left Mount 
Sinai. (Deut. i. 19.) From the northern 
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part of the wildemesft of Paran, the twelve 
$pies were sent forth to examine Canaan, 
an4 God punished then for th^r unfaithAil 
report of the land, (Num. xiii. 26.) In 
the wildemesB of Paran the Sabhath- breaker 
was stoned j — (Nqm. xv. 32-36.) Korah^ Da- 
than and Abiram rebelled^ and were punish- 
ed; (Num, xvi-xvii.) and Aaron's rod budded* 

PENJEL, PENUEL, a place east of the Jor- 
dan near the ford of the brook Jabbok, where 
Jacob rested on his return from Padan-aram> 
and received the name of TsraeL The tribe 
of 6ad built a town near the place and called 
it PenueL Gideon thr<^w down a tower in 
this city and put many of the inhabitants to 
death on his return from pursuing the Midian- 
ites, for refusing his soldiers provisions. 
Jeroboam rebuilt the city, wbich was proba- 
bly on the south of the brook. (Gen. xxxii. 
30; Jud. viii. 17.) 

PEOB, one of the heights of the Abarim

maintains. It h mentioned as one of the 
uiountains to which Balak took Balaam to 
•curse the Israelites when God caused him to 
bless them and foretell their future prosperity^ 
Near this place the Israelites fell into idolatry. 
(Num. xxiii. 28.) 

PEREZ-UZZA, the name given to the place 
at which Uzzah was struck dead for touching 
the Ark, it was also called the threshing floor 
of Nachon. (2 Sam vi. 6.) 

PERIZZITES, one of the more ancient tribes 
that inhabited Canaan, who were to be des- 
troyed by the Israelites ; those who were not 
destroyed were made tributary in the time of 
Solomon. (1 Kine:s ix. 20,21.) 

PERSIA, a vast and celebrated country of Asia 
of which Elam formed a small part. The 
Persian kings took Babylon while the Jews 
were there in captivity. ( -yrus, one of the 
Persian kings decreed freedom to the Jews^ 
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an had been previously foretold by Isaiah. 
(l»f%. xliv. 28.) Ahasuerus, another king of 
Persia was married to a Je^^ish uiaid^n nam- 
. ed Esther. Daniel had a vision of the great- 
ness of the Persian empire, its dominion, and 
its overthrow, and the establishment of a much 
greater empire after it. (Dan viii.) Nehe- 
miah was the cupbearer to one of the kings 
of Persia. (Neh. L 11.) 

PETHOR, a city of Mesopotamia on the Eu- 
phrates, and theresidenceof Balaam the wicked 
prophet for whom Balak sent. (Num. xxii. 5.) 

PETllA, the ancient capital of Arabia Petrea ; 
kiug AniHziah slew of Edoin in the valley of 
Salt 10,000 men and took Selah. (2 Kiug^ 
xiv. 7.) 

P H A RPH AB, one of the chief rivers of Damas- 
cus. {See Abana,^ 

PHILISTIA, the country of the Philistines, a 
people who chiefly inhabited the west, and 
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south-west coast of Palestine, they were never 
entirely dispossessed of their territory. They 
had ^ve principalities namely Gaza, Gath, 
Ashdod, Ekron, and Askelon, and several 
other cities at which kings resided, or royal 
cities. Their wars with the Israelites were 
very frequent. Abimelech, the kiufr of Gerar 
whom Abraham deceived was a Philistine 
king. After the Israelites began to be settled 
in Canaan the Philistines became very power- 
ful enemies to them. On one occasion Sham- 
frar routed the Philistines and delivered 
Israel ; on another Samson began to deliver 
Israel, and slew a vast number of the Philis- 
tines. David subdued them, and made them 
pay tribute. Uzziah destroyed several of 
their cities, but their power again increased 
in the days of Ahab. Hezekiah subjugated 
them, and about the same time Sennacherib 
destroyed many of their cities. They how- 
ever, recovered their strength in the days of 
the latt kings <^ Jndah. 
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Pl-HA-HIBOTH, an encajn^^ment of the 
Israelites on the Red Sea, to which they were 
pursued by Pharaoh's Host (Ex. ,xiv. 0,) 

PIRATHON, a city of Ephraim of which 
Abdon, one of the judges of Israel was a 
native, he was buried there, (Jud. xii. 15,) 

PISGAH. one of the mountains of the Abarim 
range; it is celebrated as the place where 
Moses died after he had surveyed the promise 
ed land. Moses was buried in a valley in 
the land of Moab. (Num. xxvii. 12,13.) 

PISON, one of the four great rivers which 
flowed through the garden of Eden, and 
which compassed the land of Uavilah. (Gen. 
ii. 11,120 

PITHOM, one of the store-cities built in Egypt 
by the Israelites during their bondage. Its 
situation is now unknown. (Ex. t 11.) 

R A AMAH, a district in Arabia, supposed to 
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be near the Perstan Galf, whose merchants 
traded to Tyre with spices, gold, and precious 
stones. (Gen* x. 7; Ezek. xxvii. 22.) 

BAAMSE8, RAMBSES, a treasure-city in 
Egypt which the Israielites built during their 
bonciHge, it is supposed to have been in the 
land of Goshen, and the place from which 
they departed when they lett Egypt after the 
death of the first-bom. (Ex. i. 11 ; xii. 37.) 

KABBAH, or RABBATH-AMMON, a city 
of the Ammonites in Gilead, it was near the 
source of the river Jabbok, and the residence 
of Og, king of Bashan. It was at the siege 
of this city under the command of Joab that 
Uriah the Hittite was slain. After the city 
was taken it remained subject to the kings of 
Judah. (Deut iii. 11; 2 Sam. xii. 26.) 

RABBATH-MOAB, the capital of the Moab- 
ites, called also Ar, and Ariel. (Num. xxi. 
28; Jer.xlviii. 31-36.) 

BACHAL, a city of Judah to which David sent 
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some of the spoils takf n from the Atna1ekit( s 
who plundered. Ziklag. (1 Sam. xxx. 29,) 

II AM AH, a city of Benjamin, six miles north of 
Jerusalem, near which Rachel was buried 
after the birth of Benjamin. (Gen. xxix. 
. 16.) At another Ramah, the residence of 
Samuel, the Israelites demanded a kino^ to 
govern them, and Samuel was commanded to 
comply with their desire, and informed that 
Saul was appointed to be their king, and at 
this place Saul was anointed. There were 
several places of this name in Canaan. 

RAMOTH-GILEAD, a celebrated city in the 
mountains of Giiead, belonging to the tribe 
of Gad, built near Galeed, and sometimes 
called Ramoth-Mizpeh. During the reigns 
of the kings of Israel it was the scene of several 
wars. At Ramoth-gilead Jehu was anoint- 
ed king of Israel ; (2 Kings ix. 1-10.) and 
Ahab was mortally wounded by an arrow 
shot from a bow at a venture. (2 Chrop* 
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SLviii. 3-5.) Ahaziah, king of Judah wan 
also mortally wounded at Ramotli-Gilead. 
(2 Kings ix. 27.) It was one of the cities 
of refugre. 

BEHOB9 a Levitical city and a district in Asher 
on the road to Hamath ; the district occupi- 
ed one of th^ valleys of Libanus. (Num. 
xiii. 21.) 

REPHAIM, a race of giants who inhabited 
the eastern border of the land of Canaan, it 
is supposed that Og was one of them. (Gen. 
xiv. 5.) 

RED SEA, THE, called also the Arabian Gulf, 
separated Arabia on the East, from Egypt and 
Abyssinia on the west. It is celebrated in 
sacred history for the destruction of Pharaoh 
and his host^ and the miraculous passage 
through it on dry laud of the Israelites ; it 
was navigated by the fleets of Solomon and 
Hiram from the ports Elath and Ezion-geber« 
(Ex. xiv. 21-31 ; 1 Kings ix. 26-28.) 
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BEPHIDIM, one of the noted eiieampme&ts 
of the Ii^raelites in the wilderuesw where they 
wanted water and complained hitterly to Mo^es 
for bringing them out of Egypt. (Ex* xvii. 
1-7.) See Mas$ah and Mertbah. 

RESEN, an ancient city of Assyria said to have 
been situated between Nineveh and Calah. 
(Geu. X. 12.) 

REUBEN, the portion of the promised land in- 
habited by the descendants of Jacob's eldest 
son. It was east of the Jordan, between the 
brooks Arnon on the south, and Jazer on the 
north, having the mountains of Gilead on the 
east, and the Jordan on the west. The chief 
cities in Reuben were Heshbon, Aroer, Bezer, 
Dibon, and Beth^jesimoth. This tribe was 
one of the first that was carried into captivity. 

BIBLAH, a town of Syria in Hainath where 
Pharaoh-Neeho halted on his return from 
Carchemidi ; he here deposed Jehoahaz king 
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^ of Judab^ and placed his brother Jebmakim 
' on the throne. Nebuchadnezzar remained 
at Aiblah H^hile his general Nebnzar-adan 
besi^ed Jerusalem, and after the city was 
reduced Zedekiah was brought to Riblah with 
the other prisoners, and his eyes were put 

out (2 Kings xxiii. 31-34; Jer. lii. 9-11.) 

• 

IIIMMON4 a mountain to which the Benja- 
mites retreated when they were smitten at 
Gibeah by the other tribes for their wicked- 
ness* ( Jud. XX* 45.) There were several cities 
of this name in Palestine. ( 1 Chron. vi. 77 : 
Josh. xix. 7.) 

ROGELLIM, a place in Gilead east of Jordan, 
at which old BarziUai resided. (2 8am. xix. 31.) 

ROME, a former metropolis of the world, spoken 
of by the name of Cnittim in the Old Testa- 
ment ; it is also spoken of prophetically by 
Daniel as a vast empire. 

SALEM^ the city of which Meleehizedek wad 
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king ; it is supposed to have been the earliest 
name for Jerui^alem, and it signifies healthy 
peace. (Gen. xiv. 18.) 

SAMARI A, the capital of the kingdom of Israel, 
about thirty-four miles north of Jerusalem, 
it was built by Omri, who bought the hill 
Samaria of Shemer, and called the city after 
his name. (1 Kings xvi. 24.) Ahab erect- 
ed at Samaria, '* a palace of ivory." Ben- 
hadad king of Syria, built some streets in 
Samaria which were occupit'd by his own 
subjects. To Samaria Ahab's body was 
brought after the battle of Banioth-gilead, 
and to Samaria Naaman the Syrian leper 
came to be cured by Elisha of his leprosy. 
(1 Kiu^s xxii. 37; 2 Kings v.) Here, also 
after Ahab's death his seventy sons were 
slain, and Jehu his successor proclaimed a 
great feast in subtlety and slew the assembl- 
ed worshippers. (2 Kifigs x. 20-25.) The 
city, was besieged by Shalmaneser for three 
years, who took it and rased it to the grou94- 
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Tlie Israelites were then taken captive into 
Assyria and the foreigners whom Shalmkneser 
brought into the country took the name o( 
Samaritans, and made Shechem their capitaL 
The city Samaria was rebuilt after the return 
of the Jews from captivity. 

8EIR, the mountainous tract to the South of 
Canaan to which Esau went when be had 
met Jacob and become reconciled to him. 
The whole of the country was inhabited by 
the posterity of Esau, and called the land 
of Edom. 

SELAH, a celebrated city of Edom, and the 
metropolis of the Edomites in Arabia Petrea« 
David defeated the Edomites in the Valley of 
Salt, south of the Dead Sea ; and Aiuaziah 
slew 10,000 men there, and took Selah. (2 
Kings xiv. 7.)

SHA ALABIN, a toivJi in Dan near to Ag^ 
and tieres, in which ih^ Amoriles woald 
dwell, but consented to become tributaides.

SH AMOB, a place in the mountains of Ephraim 
where Tola, one of the jadgcs of Israel resld*' 
ed, died, and was buried. (Jud< x, SL) 

BHARON, a name given to three different dis-* 
tricts in Canaan ; oiie of thepi was a ifch 
valley in the land of the Gadites where 
David's flocks fed nnder the care of Shitrai )

and precious stones ;'' this country is snppos-^ 

fsd to be Abyssinia. (1 Kings x. 1.) 

SHECHEM, SICHEM, a city of Ephraim, 
forty miles from Jerusalem^ situated itL a vallev 
between Mounts Ebal and Gerizim^ whicn 
Was madfe the capital of the Samaritans after 
the destruction of Samaria by Shalmaneser. 
At this place the sons of Jacobs Simeojii and 
. Levi, mw th# Shechemitcs deceitliiUy^ fat

their ivickedness towards their sister Dinflhr 
(Geo. xxxiv. 25-29.) Near Shechem wa* 
Jacob's well and the parcel of ground which 
Jacob gave to his son Joseph ; and it was in 
Shechem where Joseph's bones were buried* 
(Josh. %xi\. 32.) Josbiia addressed his last 
exhortations to the elders and people at She- 
chem, and died there aged 110 years. Abime- 
lech, a natural son of Gideon, induced the 
Shechemites to make him king ; they after- 
wards conspired against him and slew him. 
(Jud. ix.) At this place also the revolt of the 
Ten Tribes from Reheboam took place and 
Jeroboam was chosen king of Israel. (1 
Kings xii. 1-18.) 

8HBN, the place between which and Mizpeh 
Samuel erected the stone called Ebenezer, to 
commemorate the conquest of the Philistines^ 
and the restoration of the cities to the Israel-* 
ites. (1 Sam. vii. 12.) 

miBMAHy a fortified town ^ Beuben^ sop-r 
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posed to be not far from Heshbon. It was 
ifamous for its vines which were cut down by 
the M oabites. (Josh. xiii. 19 ; Isa. xvl. 8,9.) 

SHI LOH, a place in the southern part of Eph- 
raiin about five miles north oi Jerusalem, 
where the Tabernacle was set up and where 
the ark of God remained nearly three hun- 
dred and fifty years, and until it was taken by 
the Philistines. (1 Sam. iv. 4, 1 1.) Shiloh was 
situated on a mountain to the north of Beth- 
el. At Shiloh the promised land was divided 
among the tribes by lot, and the cities of the 
Levites, and thoHe of refuge were appointed. 
At Shiloh Samuel was dedicated to God, and 
ministered to £li — the sons of Eli made them- 
selves vile— Eli was reproved for their exces- 
ses — ^their destructi<m, and that of his posterity 
was declared — and he himself fell backward 
find died when he heard that the Philistines 
had captured the ark. (1 Sam. i-iv.) At 
Shiloh also the prophet Ahijah lived, who an- 
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aouwced Ged'a purpose to Jeroboam to make 
jbim king pver ten mbes after Sokunon's death, 
and who afterwards foretold the death of Abi^ 
jam and and Jeroboam's posterity. (1 Kings 

$HIN AB^ ibe region about Babylon . in which 
the people began to build the tower of Babel 
afiber ih? floods when God confonnded their 
language and scattered them. (Gen. xi. 2.) 

9HITTIM, the place hi the plains of Moab 
where tb^ IsraeHtes were ensnared into idol- 
atry by the Midianites, and the idolaters were 
slam* (Num. xxv.) 

SHUNfiMy a city in the bord» of Issadiar 
wfatoh Efisha frequeatly vimted, and at which 
he WM hospitably entertained b¥ a Shuftam- 

I mite, to whom he promised a son, which pro- 
mise God fidfilled ; some yesdrs after^ when 
the child was grown he died, and Elisha came 
te ShuAem from Mount Carmel at the deafare 
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of the Shnnaminite and irentoir^ him to life. 
(2 Kings iv. 8-37.) 

SHUR, a sandy tract of wilderness, west of 
Arabia Petrea and between Canaan and Egypt. 
Ha^ar fled to this wilderness the first time 
she left her mistress. (Gen. xvL T.) 

SHUSHAN, SUSA, the capital of that part of 
Persia anciently called £lam, and the winter 

, residence of the kings of Persia. Daniel^ 
the prophet had one of his visions in the 
palace at Shushan, and it was the scene of 
Vashti^s deposition, Esther's promotion, 
Haman's downfall, and Mordecai's exaltation. 
(Dan via. ; Esther i-ii. ; vii-viii.) 

SIDDIM , the plain where the guilty cities of 
Sodom, Gomorrah, Admah, and Zeboim, 
which were swallowed up with their in- 
habitants. The Dead Sea now occupies the 
plain. (Gen. xiv. 3.) 

SIDON, one of th^ mMt ancient arid c^I^brated 
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cities of Phoenicia ; it existed many years 
before Tyre, from which it was distant ahout 
twenty miles ; it was celebrated for its arti- 
ticers and its merchants. ' It is supposed to 
have been founded by the eldest son of Ca- 
naan. (Gen. X. 15; 2 Chron. ii. 13,14.) 

SIMEON, the division of Canaan occupied by 
the descendants of the second son of Jacob 
and Leah ; it had Judah to the east, the 
Mediterranean Sea to the west, Dan to the 
north, and the Wilderness of Paran to the 
south ; its chief cities were Askelon, Beersheba> 
Gaza, Gerar, and Ziklag. 

SIN, a wilderness which the Israelites traversed 
between Elim and Mount Sinai. In this wild* 
erness God first sent the Israelites manna, 
and commanded the observance of the Sabbath. 
(Ex. xvi. 1.) 

SINAI, a celebrated mountain and desert in 
Arabia, situated in a peninsula formed by the 
two arms of the Bed Sea* On this mountain 
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God deliveped the Ten Commandments to 
Mosea amid thunders and lightnings ; (Ex. 
xix. 16-25.) here also the golden calf was 
made by Aaron, and worshipped by the peo- 
ple, and 3,000 of the Israelites were slain by 
the Levites for this sin. (Ex. xxxii.) On 
Sinai the plan of the Tabernacle was sheim 
to Moses, and near Sinai, it was made, reared, 
and anointed. (Ex. xl.) Aaron and his sons 
werehere appointed priests — Nadab, and Abihu 
were slain— the blasphemer was stoned — 
the people were numbered — and the Ijevites 
were consecrated to serve the Tabernacle. 
(Lev. viii.) 

SION, the highest of the hills on which Jeru- 
salem was built, it was on the southern side, 
and contained the citadel, the king's palace, 
and the upper city. 

SO DOM, the chief of the cities of the plain 
uow occupied by the Dead Sea ; before it was 
destroyed it was conquered by Chedorlaouier 
when Lot was taken captive. 
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ISOREK, a valley in which was the residence of 
Delikh,'the woman who betrayed Samson to 
his enemies. It was noted for its delicious 

?;rapes ; a livnlet of this name traversed the 
ribe of Dan. (Jud. xvi. 4.) 

SUCCOTH) the first encampment of the Isriftel- 
ites after they left Egypt ; also a city of Gi- 
lead at which Jacob dwelt before he went to 
8hechem, it was afterwards in Gad ; its in- 
habitants would not find Gidc^on and his men 
food when Ihey were fetint with pursuing, the 
kings of the Midianites^ and he threatened to 
tear their flesh on his return with the thorns 
and briers of the wilderness, which threat he 
executed. (Jud. viii. 13-16.) 

SYRIA, a lat^e country of Asia between the 
Euphrates and Arabia on the east and south, 
wttn Mount Taoros on the no^h, and die 
Mediterranean Sea and Canaan on the wMt. 
Damascus and Hamath were two of its larg- 

[ est cities. Tliere were several small king- 
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^ doms in Syria which David conquered. After 
Solomon's deafh the kings of Syria became 
more powerful than they had prerioosly been. 
The most celebrated kings of Syria whose 
histories are eonnected with that of the Jew- 

[ ish nation were Hadadezer, Benhadady Ha- 
2iael, and Bezin. Tiglath-piieser king of As- 
syria slew Bezin, and Syria was then annex- 
ed to the Assyrian Empire; it afterwards^ 
with Assyria, became subject to Babylon. 

TAANACH, a city of the Levites in Western 
Manasseh ; in Solomon^s time it was under 
the government of one of his twelve officers 
for providing victuals for the king and his 
household.. A tenth of the produce of the 
fields and vineyards was payable to the kingr 
(1 Sam. viii. 15 ; 1 Kings iv. 7-12.) 

TABfiRAH, an encampment of the Israelites 
in the Wilderness where the people murmur- 
ed against God, and the fire of the Lord con- 
snmra them. Here also the seventy elders 
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were appointed, and Eldad and Medad pro* 
phesiea in the camp. (Num. xi 3. ) 

TABOB, a mountain in the north of Issachar 
near which Barak assembled his army when 
he defeated Sisera. There was also a city 
of this name, (Jnd. iv. 6.) 

TADMOR, a city of Syria, called *• Tadmor in 
the wilderness ;" it was built by Solomon, and 
was afterwards called Palmyra. (I Kings 

ix. la) 

TAHPANHES, a city of Egypt to which Johan* 
an removed the people from Jerusalem after 
Gedaliah was slain, and with them Jeremiah 
and Baruch. (Jef. xliii. 4-8.) Jeremiah is 
supposed to have died at Tahpanhes. 

TARSHISH, THARSHTSH, a country, the 
situation of which is unknown, to which Solo- 
m<m traded for " gold, and silver, ivory, apes^ 
and peacocks." The ships of Tharshish were 
large marchant-^hips, so framed as to be 

. anablcMl to take long voyages. 
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TEKOAH, a- city in Jodah, about twelve inile» 
south-^east of Jerusalem Irom which Joab fetch-' 
ed ** a wise woman," who invented a tale of 
sorrow and told it to David, and thus * obtain^ 
ed pardon of the king for Absalom. (2 Sam# 
xiv.) The city was repaired and strengthen-' 
ed by Rehoboam after the revolt of the tribes. 
Amos the prophet was a herdsmen of Tekoah. 
There was a wilderness uf this name not far 
from the city where Jehoshaphat's army went 
against the Moabites and Ammonites, and 
where these enemies of Judah destroyed each 
other according to the purpose of God declar- 
ed to Jehoshaphat. (2 Chron. xx. ) 

TEL-ABIB, a place on the river Chebar near 
the Euphrates to which Ezekiel went when, 
commissioned to go and prophesy to the cap- 
tives there. (Ezek. iii. 15.) 

TEMAN, a district of Arabia Petrea called 
after Teman, a grandson of Esau, aild ^* the 
father of the E^omites of Mount Seir/^ 
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THEBEZ) a town in Bphraiai near Shecfaem 
at the fAege of which Abimelech naa killed 
by a millstone thrown from a tower by a wo- 
man. (Jud. ix, 54.) 

THISBE, a town in Naphteli said to be the 
birth-place of Tobit Elijah the Ti^hbite is 
supposed to have been bom at this place, though 
he afterwards dwelt in Gilead, where he is said 
to have been bom at a place called Tishbe. 

TIMNATH, a town in Dan mentioned in the 
history of Samson as the place on the road 
to whicli he slew the young lion that roared 
against him : it was at that time occupied by 
the Philistines. Near this place be also des- 
troyed the standing com ot the Philii»tines, 
by means of three hundred foXes with fire- 
brands tied to their tails, to revenge himielf 
on his father-in-law who had given the wife 
of Samson ^^ to his. companion whom he ha4* 
used as his friend." (Jud. xiv.) 

TIMNATH-SERAH, a city in the mountains 
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If nf Bphraim, the inheritance, residenee, aad 
} ;bjttrial pl^ce of Joshua. (Josh. vx. 40yA9.) 

TiPHSAH, a city of Ephraim aboot six miles 
from Samaria, the people of which refused 
admittance to Menanem ; but he took the place 
by force and massacred the inhabitants. (2 
Kings XV. 16.) 

I'lRZAH, a city of Ephraim, and the royal 
residence of thc^ king^s of Israel from Jeroboam 
to Omri who built Samaria. Its situation is 
spoken of as pleasant. At Tirzah the prophet 
Jehu predicted the utter destruction of the 
posterity of Baasha ; and Zimri slew Elah, the 
son and successor of Baasha t there also Zi^iri 
perished in the flames of the palace after 
reigning seven days. (1 Kings xvi. 18 ; xv. 
21} XVI. 8. IT.) 

TOB, a district east of Jordan to which Jeph* 
tfaah fled whoa he was driven from his father's 
iMUse, and from whence he was fetched by the 
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elders of Israel to deliver the Israelites finmt 
their oppressors the Midianites. ( Jud. xi. 3. ) 

TOPHET, a name of the valley of Hiniiom 
where human sacrifices werl^ offered to the 
idol Moloch, jind a drum sounded to drown 
the cries of the victims* 

TYRE, a celohrated city of PhcBnicia in th^e 
division of Asher, which was probably found- 
ed by the Stdonians. In the time of Joshua^ 
it was fortified and was called the strong city 
of Tyre. Solomon received vahiable services 
from Hiram king of Tyre in the building of 
the Temple. Tyre is frequently mentioned 
in the Old Testament, its inhabitants are des- 
cribed as filled with pride and luxury; and 
judgments are denounced on the cit}') and its 
destruction foretold by the prophets, for th^ 
idolatry and wickedness of its people* TyMi 
Is now a miserable place, its few inhabitHiits 
Mpport themselves by fishing, and the rvin» 
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ibt tibe &tf bwm beoeme, ^^ a place to spread 
nets up^fL^' 

ULAI, a rivaf in Persia which flowed near the 
royal city ahd palace of Shnshan, its water is 
said to hav^ been so dear that the Persian 
kings would drink of no other. (Dan viii. 
2-16.) 

* 

UR9 an ancient city of Chalidea) It was the 
resideoce of Terah and Ahraham ; and from it 
Abraham removed when commanded to leave 
his country to go into Canaan. It is now 
called Orfah. (Gen. xi. 28.) 

UZ, a country in which Job resided, supposed 
to be the same as Edom. (Job i. 1 ; Lauieii. 
iv. 21.) 

ZAANANIM« a town in Naphtali near whieh 
was a plain g£ the same name where Heber 
the Kmiite pitched his tent (Jnd. iv. 11.) 

ZALMON^ a hUI near Shechem where Abim* 
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deoh and his fc^owers eiit down briiBdiM of 
treev to net the toiler of Shechem on 4i*e. 
(Jad. ix. 48.) 

ZALMONAH, an encampment of the Israel- 
itea in the wilderness^ where the people mur- 
mured and were punished by fiery serpents. 
God instructed Moses to set tip a brazen ser&of i. 
that they who looked on it might live. (Mum. 
xxxiiL 41.) 

ZAMZUMMIM, a race of giants who inhabit- 
ed the country which Was afterwards occupied 
by the Ammonites. (Deut ii. 20.) 

ZAKEPHATH, a city of Phoenicia which ms 
situated between Tyre and Sidon ; at this city 
Elijah resided with a poor widow whose barrel 
of meal did not waste, nor cruse of oil fail 
during a famine, according to the word of ^^ 
Lord which Elijah spoke. Afterwards Eluah 
raised the widow's spn to life. (1 Kings xvi|.) 

ZARTHAN, a town in Ephraim ; the br^den 
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) x immU hr iha teni{ile service were cast in the 
"^hkyey g^iiiid between Zarthan and Suceodi. 
(1 Kings vii. 40.) 

Z^BOIM, one of the five cities of the plain of 
. vSodom which were destroyed for the sins of 
.the inhabitants. (Deut. xxix. 23.) 

ii£B ULUN, the division of Canaan allotted to 
this tribe, the descendants of the tenth son of 
Jacoby was south of Asher and Naphtali ; 
north of Issachar and had the sea of Cinnereth 

^^to the East, and the Mediterranean to the west. 

*^ The chief, places in the tribe were Zebulun^ 
Jokneam, Shimron and Japhia. It was a 
Very popnlous tribe and had many other towns 

. and villages ; it distinguished itself in the 
war of Barak against Sisera. £lon, one of 
the judges was of the tribe of Zebnlun. 

SfBLAH, a town in Benjamin where the bon^s 
of Sanl and Jonathan were deposited in their 
^ family sepulchre. (Josh, xviii. 28 ; 2 Sam. 
: xxi. 14.)

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ZEFQATH, acity of the Gaimtiiit^s wbo wbtv 
expelled by the Simeonites aided by Judah i 
its name was then changed to Hormah. ( Jiid. 
i, 17; Num. xxi. 3.) 

ZEPHATHAH^ a valley near Mareshah in 
Jadah where Aaa king of Jndah defeated 
Zerahj, the Cnshite with his Ethiopian anny. 
(2 Chron, xiv. 10.) 

ZEBED A, a place in Ephraim where Jef^^wiR 
was born. (1 Kings xi.^26.) 

ZIKLAG, a aty of the Philistines in Simeon^ 
which Achish king of Gath gave td David 
while he took refuge from Saul among the 
Philistines. From this place David invaded 
several cities of the Philistines. The city was 
taken by the Amalekites^ and plundered but 
David retook the spoil, and slew all the Am* 
. alekites save font hundred ytmng men. '(% 
Sam. XXX.) David was at Ziklag when he 
was infwmed of the death of Saul and i&mk" 
than at Gilboa. 
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•ZIN9 the wildtemeas to the south of Jndah 
through which it is suf^posed the waters of the 
Jordan tlowed to th^ Bed Sea, before the d^H- 
tructioa of Sodom aad Gomorrah ; in |;his 
wilderness the Israelites wa^dQr(^ thirtyrpe?en 
. years — Miriam died — Moses offeaded God 
by striking; the rock, and WDS told that he 
would not be permitted to enter iuto Canaan. 

ZIPH, a town of Judah near Maon and CarmeL 

^ David had escaped into the wilderness of Ziph 

wh<m Saul sought him at Keilah. Jonathan 

visited David at Zipht and made a covaiaivt 

with him. Some time after Saul was in the 

Eower of David at Ziph, but David took wly 
is spear and cup from Mm. (Josh, "s^y^ 65 ; 
1 Sam. xxiii. 19.) 

ZOAN, an ancient city of Bgypt, and probablv 
ihe capital, and the resideoee of the Pharaoh 

. . who rdgned when the miracles ei Moses 
were wrought, and the jadgments of G*od, 
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execnted on the Egyptians. (Nam. xiii. 
; Psalm. Ixxviii. 12) 



ZOAB, one of the cities of the plain of Sodom. 
It ^as saved to afford Lot a place of refuge : 
it is supposed to have been sitnated on the 
sonfliern extremity of the Dead Sea, and 4iat 
its andent name was Bela. (Geo. xiv. 2.) 

ZOHELETH, a stone at the fountain Rogel 
near Jerusalem^ where Adonijah got himself 
proclaimed king, and made a great entertain- 
ment for his friends. (1 Kings i. 9.) 

ZOBAH, a city of Judah which Kehoboam 
fortified after the revolt of the ten tribes. (2 
Chron. xi. 10.) There was another city of 
the name in Dan where Manoah lived, and 
which was the birth-place and buriaUplace 
of Samson. (Jud. xiii. 2 ; xvi. 31.) 

ZUZIM, an ancient race of giants who were 
dispossessed of their territory by the Moiaft)- 
ites and Ammonites. (Gen. xiv. fi.)

ABILENE, a country on the eastern side of 
Anti-libanus its chief city was Abila; it is 
mentioned as the tetrarchy, or district fs^overn- 

., ed by Lysanias when Tiberius Caesar was 
Bmperor of Rome, and Pontius Pilate gover 
nor of Judea. (Luke iii. 1.) 

.ACELDAMA, a piece of ground on the south 
of Jerusalem, which was called the JPotter^g 
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Field ; it was also called the field of Ih^ 
because it was purchased with the thirty pie- 
ces of silver which Judas covenanted to 
receive from the chief priests for betraying 
the Saviour, and which he afterwards refused 
to retain. This field was therefore purchased 
to bury strangeiTi in with the money, which 
Hs the price of blood, it was not lawful to put 
into the sacred treasury. (Matt xxvii. 7-10.) 

ACHAT A, a country of Greece whose capital 
was Corinth; its chief magistrate wasGallio. 
When the Jews brought St. Paul before him, 
and accused him of persuading men to wor- 
ship God contrary to the law, he commanded 
them to be driven from the judgment sisat, 
because he cared for none of the things which 
concerned their religion ; but he said he would 
have heard them, if they had to charge the 
Apostle with any wickedness. (Acts xviii. 
12-17.) St. Paul addresses the second epk- 
tle to the Corinthians to ^' all the sctints wiiiah 
are in all Achaia." (2 Cor. i. 1.) 
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ADRAMYTTIUM, a city on the west coast of 

Mysia, iu Asia Minor, opposite to the island 

' of Lesbos. The ship in which 8t Paul sail- 

- eii'frotn (*esa;rea to Myra, on his first voyage 
to Italy, belonged to this place. (Acts, 
xxvii. *A. ) 

ADRIA9 the sea on the east of Italy in which 
^. Paul was driven up and down on his voy- 
< age to Roftne. (Acts. xxviL 27.) 

ALEXANDRIA, a magnificent commercial 

city of Lower Egypt, which was built by 

Ale^dander the Great about 3*30 years B. C. 

I Many Jews settled in Alexandria, and those 

' who disputed with Stephen and put him to 

. death were of this city. ApoUos, the compan* 

. liim of St. Paul was a native of Alexandria. 

it is supposed that St Mark introduced the 

ig4>^el, and suffered martyrdom there. It was 

in, a ship of Alexandria that St. Paul sailed 

, from Myra to Berne. (Acts, vi, ; xviii. 24 ; 

. xxvii. 6.) 
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AMPHII^OLIS, a city of Thraee formerly 4be 
capital of Macedonia. Paul and Silas pMsed 
throngb this city after their deliverance from 
the prison at PhiKppi, on their way to Thes- 
salonica. (Acts xvii. 1.) 

ANTIOCH, (Syria) a celebrated city on the 
river Orontes, formerly the capital of Syr&. 
At this place the disciples of the Saviour Were 
first called Christians; and for a whole year 
the gospel was preached here by St Paul and 
St. Barnabas. It was also the native place of 
St. Luke the Evangelist. (Acts jlI 22-26.) 

ANTIOCH, (PisiDiA) a city of Asia Minor, 
in the division called Pisidia ; it was visited 
by Paul and Barnabas, and St Paul preached 
in the synagogue there a discourse which the 
Gentiles wished him to preach to them on the 
next sabbath ; but the Jews raised a pers^icti- 
tion against the Apostles^ and St. Paul having 
declared that it was necessary the ||^pel 
should be first preached to them^ turned to 
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'*n4ke Geiitileft who r^oiced 4o hear him. THe 

^- "^t^ief people of the city expelled the apostles, 

^' ^ha ^' shook off the dust of their feet against 

^ them." (Acts xiii. 14-51.) There were 

many other cities called Antioch in Asia Minor, 

. and in Syria. 

ANTIPATRIS, a town of Palestine between 

ft. Jerusalem and Cesarea about forty- two miles 

< * north-west of Jerusalem and twenty-six south 

t , of Cesarea. St. Paul rested at this town one 

V night when he was sent from Jerusalem to 

.' the Romacn governor of Cesarea. (Acts 

xxiii. 31.) 

J ^i^POLLONIA, a city of Macedonia between 
,\ . ,. Ampbipolis and Th<^ssalonica. St. Paul pass- 
ed through it on his way to the latter place. 
^(Actsxvii. 1.) 

Af^PII FORUM, a town on the west of Italy, 
': about fifty miles from Rome. * St. Paul was 
met here by several de^'out Christians on his 
/ 4wy to Rome. ( Aets xxviii. Ifi. ) 
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ARABIA, a large eonntiy to the south and 
eaut of the Hdiy Land^ it waa vbited and the 
gospidl preached in it by 8t Paul. (GaL i. 
17.) see p. IB. 

AREOPAGUS, a tribunal for iudgmeiit which 
was held on Mars Hill at Athens. St. Paul 
was brought before this tribunal, as *^a setter 
forth of strange gods," because he preached 
Jesus and the resurrection. (Acts xvii. 22-34.) 

ARIMAXHEA, a city of Judea which was 
^hout thirty-six miles west of Jerusalem ; it 
was the residence of Joseph a rich man and 
a counseller, "^ a good man and a just ;" who 
begged the body of Jesus from Pilate and 
buried it in his own new tomb. (Matt, xxvii. 
57 ; Luke xxiii. 50.) 

ASIA, one of the principal divisions of . the 
earth, seep. 20. 

ASIA MINOR, is the most western portion of 
Asia. Its (*hief divisions were Mysia, BlAy- 
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hia 9 Puphla^onia, and Pontns ; Ly dia^ Phrygia^ 
Galatia and Cappadocia ; Caria^ Lycia, Pam- 

giylia^ Piaidia^ and Cilteia ; and the inlands of 
hodes, and Cypros. The gospel waa preach- 
ed in Asia by St Panl, aftd by other apoatks* 
The seven principal churches of Asia were 
on the western coast, and in the division of 
Lydia ; they were at Ephesus, Smyrna, Per- 

Eamos» Thyatira, Sardis, Philadelphia, and 
laodicea; to them St. J<5hn addressed the 
book of Revelation. (Rev. i.) 

a 

ATHENS, one of the most celebrated cities of 
ancient Greece, it was noted for its men of 
learning, and its magnificent temples. When 
St. Paul visited it to declare the gospel, the 
city was " wholly given up to idolatry." The 
people of Athens had so great a respect for 
every thing that was considered divine, that 
they erected an altar to ^^ The Unknown God ;" 
aapposfd to be the God of the Jews. The 
Apostle saw <]iia altar, and said, '^ Whom ye 
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ignorantly worahip declare I unto ymt'' 
(Acts xvii. 16-34.) , _ ) 

ATTALlA^a city of Pampbylia on the Bori^) 
coast . of the MediterraDean ' Sea, It ivas 
visited by Paul and Barnabas after they left 
Perga. (Acts xiv. 26.) 

AZOTUS, the city called Anhdod in the Old 
Testament ; it was at this city where Phllp 
was fonnd after he had baptized the treasnrer 
of queen Candack (Acts viii. 40.) 

BERE A, a city of Macedonia at which St Paul 
preached with great success ; he describes tPe 
Bereans as more noble than those of Thessa- 
lonica, because they received the word with 
readiness, and searched the Scriptures daily. 
(Acts xvii. 10-13.) 

BETH ABABA, a town where there was jt^ 
bablv a ford across the Jordan, at which Jinbn 
was baptizing when he bore witness to Jfias 
**^ where Jesus also went. >o be baptized ■ -^iijid 
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wh^ce the first disciples followed Jesus* 
(John i. 28.) 

B16THANY, a village hear the foot of the 
' 'Mount of Olives, two miles east of Jerusalem 
' on the way to Jericho. In this Village Lazarus 
resided with his two sisters, Martha and Mary, 
and here he was raised from the dead. At 
Bethany also Jesus was entertained by Mar- 
tha and Mary, and was anointed by Mary. 
The name signifies house of song. (John 
xi. 1-46; xii. 1-3.) 

BETHESDA, a pool, or bath on the east of 
Jerusalem, which had five porches, in which 
lay a multitude of impotent folk, waiting for 
the descent of an angel who troubled the 
water, and the first who afterwards went into it 
was healed of his infirmity. At this place 
the Saviour told an impotent man to rise and 
walk who had been troubled with an infirmity 
thirty^eight years. (John v.) The name 
. (rignifies house of mercy ^ 
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BBTHLEHEM, a celebrated city of Ji]d«a, 
about Hix miles to the south- vest of Jeifu- 
wleni, at which the Saviour was bora. • The 
fields where t})^ birth of Christ was announced 
to the shepherds are near the city. To Beth- 
lehem the shepherds came to adore Christ, 
and the wise men brought their offerings, aha 
worshipped him. Joseph and Mary fled from 
Bethlehem with the iniant Jesus, when Herod 
sought his life ; and at Bethlehem the infants 
under two years old were slain by Hero4's 
command. (Luke ii. 4,T-46; Matt, ii) Its ' 
name signifies house of bread, see p. S2^ '' 

jaETHPHAGE, a village on the declivity oJF 
the Mount of Olives adjoining that of Betb- 
any. At this village the disciples fouad the 
ass on which the Saviour rode into Jerusaleitt« 
(Luke xix. 29; Matt sxi. 1.) Its naine 
signifies house of figs. ' ' 

bRTHSAIDA, a city of Galitee on the mrik 
west coast of the sea pf GaUlee^ uiid one of 
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tliose on which the Saviour pronounced woes 
for its impenitence and inndelity^ after the 
mighty works which had been done there. 
It was the residence of Philip, Peter, and An- 
drew. (^John. i. 44; xii. 21; Matt. xi. 21.) 

BITHYNIA, one of the northern divisions of 
Asia Minor. St. Paul intendl^d to visit tliis 
country with Timothy, ^^but the Spirit suffer- 
ed them not." (Acts xvL 7,8.) 

CALVARY, a small mountain near to, but not 
in the ancient city of Jerusalem, on which 
the Saviour was crucified, and near to which 
he was buried. (Luke xxiiL 33-53.) 

CAN A, a town of Galilee about six miles north 
east' of Nazareth, it was the scene of our 
Saviour's first miracle, — the changing of 
water into wine, at a marriage- feast ; it was 
also at this place that' he healed the son of 
nahleman who lay sick at Capernaum. (John 
ii. Ml ; iv, 44-64.)

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CAPERNAUM, one of the principal rities of 
Galilee, i¥as situated on the north-west shore 
of the Sea of Galilee ; it was nearly 100 miles 
north by east of Jerusalem. It was here 
that our Saviour chiefly resided dtiring the? 
period of his ministry, nence it is called by 
St. Matthew "his own city.'^ At Capernaum 

. Jesus healed Peter's wife's mother — the sick 
of the palsy— the man with the withered hand 
— and the centurion's servant j — gave sight 
to two blind men — raised to life the daughter 

V of Jairus — cast out a dumb demoniac-^^chdatf 
and ordained the twelve apostles, and sent 
them out to preach ; related many parables, 
and sent out seventy disciples, two and two to 
different cities. Jesus pronounced woes on 
the people, of Capernaum, who lived wh^rer 
most of his mighty works were donei.^a^ 
yet believed not. (Matt. iv. 13; viii. 14',|.6 ; 
ix. 2-8; xii. 9-14: viii. 5-13; ix. 27-31 j 
32-34 ; X. 2-4 ; Luke x. 1-24 ; Matt. xi. 28. > 

CAPPADOCIA, a province iii Asia Mifii&ry 
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betwefen Mount Taurus and tho Blaek Sea^i 
At the day of Pentecost some Cappadociuns 
who were in Jerusalem heard of the wonder- < 
ful works of God in their own language^ and 
the qouutry is one of those to whose people 
' St Peter addressed his Bpistles. (Acts ii. 9 ; 

; 1 Peter i. 1.)

CAKIA, a province of Asia Minor of which the 
' chief cities were Miletus and Cnid us. Miletus 
was visited by St. Paul, (Acts xx. 15*) 

CEDRON, a brook which runs through ti.e 
valley between Jerusalem and the Mount of 
'Olives. It is called Kidron^ and also Ke.iron 
in the Old Testament. Our Saviour cross(d 
over this brook in his w|iy to Geth«emaiu« 
(seep. 84.) (John xviii. L) 

4]?ENCHREA, a seaport and harbour a few 

^ miles from Corinth^ but belonging to that' 

city. At this pJace Paul fulnlled a vow. 

Phoebe, whom the Apostle recoumiends to the

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•: Cmpef or Tiberiai* ; it was about 120 miles north 
of Jei^usaleiD. Near this city the conversa- 
, tiou took place between Jestis knd his disciples, 
in.^hich Peter acknowledged Jesus to be the 
Messiah, the Son of God, and Jesus for the 
first time predicted his o^n death to his dis*

^H lOS, nn i4and ' in the Archipelago of 
-'' Greece by which St Paul sailed as he went 
' frota Macedonia to Jerttsafem. ( Acts xx. 16. ) 

^HOBAZIN, a small town which was probably 

situated at the north of the sea of Galifee 

' where the Jordan falls into that sea. Near 

. , to it Jesus healed a leper and performed many 

: dther miracles, and it is one of the towns on 

which he pronounced a woe because of the in* 

fidelity of the people. (Matt. viit. 2-4 ; xL 

•^21; Lukex. 13.) 

CIJitClA, a country of Asia Minor bounded 
oh the eUst by Syriu, and on thie k'outh by the 
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Mediterranean Sea. Its chief city, Tarstis^ 
was the birth-place of the Apostle PauL 
(Acts xxii. 3 ; xv. 41. 

CLAUDA, a small island near the south-west 
coast of Crete, to which the vessel was driven 
in which St Paul was taken as a prisoner 
from Cesarea to Italy. (Acts xxvii«. 16«) • 

CNIDUS, a city which stood on a promontiiry 
of Cariain Asia Minor, it is mentioned in the 
ticeouut of PauPs voyage to Rome. (Acts 
xxvii. 7.) 

COLOSSE, an ancient city oiF Phrygia, which 
was destroyed by an earthquake soon after 
St. Paul wrote the Epistle to the Colossis^is. 
It is supposed that the Apostle never visited 
this city. (Col. i.2.) ^ '* 

COOS, an island of the.Medit^ranean, in the 
Grecian Archipelago, near which St. Pptul 
sailed in his voyage to Jerusalem. (Acts xxi. 1,} 

CORINTH, the capital of Achaia, situated on 
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au kthmus, at the foot of a lafty rock was 

{ celebrated for ite ina£rnifieent buildings, its 

commerce, wealth, and learning, and not less 

for its idolatry, and wickedness. St Paul re* 

sided at Corinth for a year and a half, he lodg- 

' ed with Aquila and Priscilla, and worked at 

' his trade as a tent^maker. It was at this 

place where, in a vision, the Lord appeared 

.to him, and said,^ "I, have much people in 

this city." Crispus, and Gains, and the fa- 

i niily of Stephanas were among the fruits of his 

ministry in this city. From Corinth he wrote 

i^everal of his epistles, and here, to shew their 

' * enmity to the gospel, the Jews, brought him 

'before the judgment seat of Gallio. (Acts 

xviii. 1-17.) 

CRET£, the largest island in the Mediterranean 
Sea, it is about 180 miles long and 65 broad, 
'it i9 now called Candia. The apostle Paul 
lauded at its chief-port, Fair Havens, on his 
voyage from Jerusalem to Rome. A Christian 
church was early planted in Crete of which 
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Tihi8 was theiirot Uslia|>. The ancient Orf-^ ) 
tans indulged in alxnort every vice, (^cts 
xxvii. 12 ; Tit L 5-12.) 

CYPRUS, a kr^ island of the Mediterranean 
iSea to the south of Asia Minor, and west of 
Syria, it is abont 150 miles lonjr, and 70 mil^s 
bread. It was the native plaee of the apostle 
Barnabas, and of an old disciple named Mna- 
sen. When Paul and Barnabas proceeded 
from Antioch in Syria to preach ihe Go^U 
to the Gentiles, they sailed to Cyprus, land- 
ed at Salamis, and went through the is* 
land to Paphos, where they preached before, 
the Boinan goveriior, Sergius Paulus, wj^o 
was converted to the Christian faith. A Jew 
who was present, called Elymas, endeavoured 
to turn away the governor from the faith, and 
he was smitten with blindness for a sMi(bft|l 
for thus opposing the gospel. St. Paul after- 
wards passed the island twice, but he did nqt 
land on either occasion. (Acts iv. 30 ; 
4*12 ; xxi. 16.) 
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OYft^Ein^s the prfncip^ai city of the pro- 

'H*ice of Libya, in Africa. Some of theCvVe- 

rmxi» were present at Jerusalem on the day of 

Pentecost. Simon, whom the Jews compelled 

i to bear the SaTioar's cross was a native of 

^ Cyrene, as was Lacins, one of the teachers 

in the chnnsb at Antioch. (Acts ii. 10 : Matt. 

-»CVii. d2 ; I^e sixiii. 26 ; Acts xiii. 1.) 

DALMANUTHA, apia^eon the western side 
of the sea of Galilee, where onr Saviour land- 
^ed with his disciples. (Mark. viii. 10.) 

I) ALMATIA, one of the provinces of ancient 
'^tllyricura, to the east of the Adriatic. Ti- 
.•tus first preached the gospel here. (2 
I Tim, iv. 10.) 

DAMASCUS, an ancient, and celebrated city 
of 'Syria to which St. Paul was proceeding" to 
^pwsecute the believers, when his miraculous 
conversion took place and his labours as a 
preacher of the gospel commenced. The 
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Jews lay in wait to kill him, but the diBciples 
of Damascus let him down by the city well 
in a basket, and he escaped to Jerus^ejoi^ 
(Acts ix. 2-27.) see p. 41. 

DECAPOLIS, a district of the Holy Land 'so 
called because it contained ten cities. From 
this region, which lay chiefly on the ndrth- 
east of the Sea of Galilee, multitudes caih^ to 
hear our Saviour preach. (Matt. iv. 25 ; 
Mark V. 20.) 

DERBE, a city of Lycaonia in Asia Minor^ 
which was the birth-place of the hospitable 
disciple Gains, To this city Paul and Bai^a- 
bas fled when they escaped from Lystra, where 
Paul had been stoned. (Acts xiv. 6 ; 19-21.) 
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EGYPT, a celebrated country of Afriea «Meh 
' is united t6 the Holv Land on the south<»i^6st. 
To this country Joseph and Mary were com- 
manded to go with the child Jesus when H^od 
sought to destroy him ; and there they remain- 
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^ till after Herod'a death. (Matt. ii. 13-15.)

EMMAUS, a village which was ahout eight 
miles north of Jerusalem ; it is memorable 
...for the conversation of Jesus with two of 
ii',M^ disciples after he had risen from the dead^ 
. jiwhen he explained to them the scriptures — be- 
..tcame known to them in the breaking of bread 
• ;.a^ he sat at meat, and then vanished out of 
their sight. (Luke xxiv* 13*35.) 

E]^ON, a town ou the Jordan fifty miles north 

{ east of Jerusalem, and twenty*four east of 

.Samaria at which John baptized because there 

^. was much water there. Its name signifies 

; the place of springs. (John iii. 23.) 

EPHESUS, one of the most celebrated cities of 

h > Asia MiDor in the division of Lydia. To this 

i^eity Aquila and Priscilia went to reside after 

'they left Corinth. In this city was the famed 

heathen temple of the goddess Diana. The 

inhabitants were wholly given up to idoUtry. 
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* * 

Whbn St. J^al vhited Ephesns a taniult^^as 
raised against him by die craftsmen "iHrho 
made shrines of the goddess Diana, probably 
small silver models of the temple and*lh^ 
goddess. The disturbance was quelled by 
the town*cierk or chief magistrate of the eity. 
The Af^ostle was much p^^coted both'^by 
the Heathens and th^tJewa, but many who 
embraced the gospel publicly burnt their books 
of sorcery of the value of £ 1500. St, PUul 
resided at Ephesns tor three years. Timothy 
is supposed to have been the bishop of Ephes- 
ns, 8t. John resided there many ye^rs. 
(Acts xix.) ' 

EPHRAIM, a city of Judea about eight miles 
north east of Jei usalem on the road to Ji^rt 
icho. To this city Jesus went after he ha^ 
raised Lazarus from the dead. (John xi. 64.) 

ETHIOPIA, acountry of Africa south of %ypt. 

One of the chief officers of its qu^u. Can- 

' dace, was converted to Christianity by the 
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/.•{pre^blng ot Philip the deacon. (Aet8 viii. 
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jKAIK havens, the harbours of thecity Liwea, 

(foil the coast of Crete, probably so oBin^d be* 

Vi¥Aii>te there waii ^ood anchorage for ships. 

yd St Paul landUd there as he went from Jeru- 
laaleifi tq Rpitie. (Acta xxviu 8.)

si:^^ miles east of the Sea of Galilee, it was

> * were dispossessed by him, to enter the herd of 
swine. (Mark v, 1.) 

QjALATIA, a province of Asia Minq£ which 
^ Was at one time very popplous, and contained 

; e^Jionies frmn Vadous nations, ainpn^ whoin 
. . were mapy converts to the gospdL St. Paul 

< probably visited Galatia twice, and a few 
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years after his second visit he addressc^d an 
epistle to the churches in Galatiar. (Acts 
xvi. 6,7; xviii. 23.) 

GALILEE, the most t'Xtensive province of the 
Holy Land, it was bounded on the eaat by 
the Sea of Galilee and the river Jordan, on 
the west by Phoenicia, on the north by Syria, 
and on the south by Samaria* It wa« divided 
into two portions called Upper Galilee and 
Lower (ialilee. The principal city of Upper 
Galilee, mentioned in the New I'estament is 
CsBsarea Philippi ; those of Lower Galilee 
are Tiberias, Capernaum, Chorazin, Beth^' 
saida, Caiia, Nazareth, Nain. In Lower 
Galilee the SaViour^s reputed parents resided ; 
Mary was visited by an angel, and the Son 
promised. After Joseph and Mary returhed 
from Egypt , they came to Galilee where the 
ehild Jesus was brought up. Before Jesus com- 
menced his ministry he went from Galilee to 
Jordan to John to be baptized% After his fast- 
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illg and temptation, he returned to Galilee to 

commence his teaching and his wonderful 

Vvorks. In Galilee he chiefly resided, and 

hence he was called ** a Galilean.^' Most of 

the apostles were "men of Galilee." (Luke 

i. -i6 ; Matt. ii. 22 ; Luke ii. 39,40 j Matt 

til. 13.1T ; iv. 12,13 ; Luke xxiii. 6 ; Acts 

L 11.) U^per Galilee tvas sometimes called 

Galilee of the Gentiles, because many of the 

• uninstructed heathen resided there, and it 

was bounded by heathen nations on the east, 

west, and north.

GALILEE, Sea of, a large lake through which 

the Jordan flows, it ii^ on the eastern 

^border of the province of Galilee ; it was calJ- 

, ed the sea of Vinnereth^ in the time of Joshua 

the l^ike of Genne^areth^ in the time of our 

Saviour, and also the sea of TiberraSf from 

its nearness to the city Tiberias. This lake 

is about fifteen miles in length, from north 

. to south ; and about six miles in breadth^ 
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from, east to west The waters ire katdto 
be very transparent and to abound in fish, 
especially in trie northern part On this lai^e 
Jesus caused Peter, James, and John to take 
an immcMiKe draught of fishes, after they had toil- 
vd all night and taken none; he quelled a storm 
upon it by rebuking the wind^ and he walked 
upon its waves. (Luke. v. 1- 6| viii, 23, 214; 
John. vi. IT'2I.) 

GAZA, a, city on the south-'West coast of the 
Holy I^ajid on the road to t^gypt. The trea* 
surer of Queen Candace was going down from 
Jerusalem to Gasa when he was converted 
and baptized by Philip. (Acts viii. 26* 
40.) see p. 92. 

GBNNES ARETH, a city and district in Gaiiloe, 
which was visited by our Lord ;^ and the mea 
of that place *^ brought to him all that wer^ 
diseased, and besought him that they might' 
only touch the hem of his garments and as 
many as touched were made wholes" (Af ait 
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: :i&t..9i^^.) The district of Geiineaareth is 
wdd to4)e very fertile and salubrious. 

OERGESA, a city of Deewolis oa the south 
■eastern coast of the sea of Galilee, froiti which 
the ^^ country of the Gwgesenes" obtained 
, its uame. (Matt viiL 28*) 

GBTHSEMANE, a viHaffe and gard^ at 
the foot df the Mount of Olives beyond the 
brook Cedron. To this garden the Saviour 
often retired with his apostles ; and Aere he 
was in agony while Peter and James and 
jlohn slept; at this place Judas betrayed him, 
i^nd he was apprehended. (John, xviii. I ; 
Matt. xxvi. 86-50.) 

GOLGOTHA, the pavt <of Mount Calvary 
where Jesus was crucified abd entombed 
(Mark XV. ;22.) 

GREBGE, a celebrated country on the south 
6at»t ef Europe; it is very mountainous, and 
foriMrly costsdned Hiany celebrated cities, 

M 
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noted for their magnifieeaee and the leartii^g^ 
of their people. It is now much less exten- 
sive and powerfiil than formerly. St. Pa^ 
preached the gospel in many of the cities of 
Greece* (Acts xx. 2.) 

HEBKON, a city in the hill country of Jridea 
at which Zaeharias and Elizabeth resided,^ 
and where John the Baptist was born. (Luke 
i. 39,40.) seep. 72. 

ICONIUM, one of the chief cities of Lyeaonia. 
When St. Paul and Barnabas were compelled 
to leave Antioch in Pisidia^ they proceeded.t^- 
Iconium where they preached the gospel with 
much success botn to the Jews and the 
Gentiles ; they were however used despitefully 
by the unbelieving Jews^ and went from Icon*^ 
ium to Lystra. (Acts xiv. 1-6.) 

ILLYRICUM a country of south-eaatCrn 
Europe, into some parts of which Titua went. 
St Paul also preached the gospel frona^ Je-^ 
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^ fusalem round about lUyricum. (2 Tim. 
iv. 10; Bom. xv, 19,) 

tTALY, a celebrated country in the south of 
Europe, of which Rome was the capital at 
the time of the Apostles, and is still. Aquila 
and Priscilla removed out of Italy, when 
Claudius commanded all Jews to depart from 
Komc. (Acts xviii. 1,2.) 

ITUREA, a district to the nortl^-east of the 
Holy Land of which Philip was Tetrarch. 
(Luke iii. 1.) 

J^ERICHO, a city of Judea about nineteen miles 
north-east of Jerusalem. North of Jericho 
was the mountain where Jesus is supposed to 
have und<»rgone his third temptation. On the 
east of Jericho, as Jesus was going up to Je- 
rusalem he healed a blind man who sat by 
the way-side ; and after he had passed through 
Jericho he healed blind Bartimeus. Near 
Jericho he abode at the house of Zaccheus^

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The way between Jeitisaietn and Jericho was 
rocky and desert, and it wan infested with 
thieves. (Mutt W. «*11 ; Luke xtiii. 84-49 j 
KisL. 1-10; X. 30.) $efp, 92. 

JERVSALEltf, the metropolis of Jndea and 
the most celebrated city in the world. It was 
built on three hiO$; Mo«ut Sion wasihehigh-> 
est of thetn, and on it was the npper city and 
the king^s fBkmei Chi if onM Moriak waa 
the Temple^ and on Aera waa the ktfirer issty, 
and its most popnlons part. Williooii^e 
Walls of the city was Mount Calvary. The 
temple wfakh was atafliding in onr oairloar'a 
time was theweofuii/eaiffity which was imiltby 
Zembbabel after the veMm of the Jews fiK>m 
their captivity, hat it had been greatfy ^ar- 

I ged and beatit^ed by JSerod the Greats who 
had done this to win the favour of the ibws.

At Jerusalem John^s Inrth was foretold^--Chri8t 
KiriraM presented in the Teinple^ and the wise 
r nmvea enquired for the child. At twelve years 
-f^old, Jestts having been taken to the feast of 
the Passover, disconrsed with the doctors in the 
Temple; and after his baptisui, he h^re under- 
^ went ais second Temptatiou. Soon after 
dtlie coinmcuceinent of his ministry, he drove 
<)1he bayers and sellers out of the Temple — he 
-ihealed many sick people*->and had an inter- 
'View with Nieodemus. Just before the close 
.qI his ministry Jesus made a triumphal entry 
4ntu Jerusalem, when all the city was moved, 
• iind the multitude r^oiced ; he then healed 
i/tbe flick in the templer^iscoorsed with the 
^Pharisees — instructed his disciples by para- 
r bles^^prepared for the passovof— partook of 
. the last sapper— washed the. feet, of his dis- 
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ciples — foretold his betrayal, and that Peter 
nbould deny him thrice. From Jerusalem he 
went to Gethsemane where he was betrayed 
by Judas, and whence he was brought to the 
palace of the high priest — was denied by Petei?, 
was examined, and sent to Pilate's judgment 
seat ; was arraigned, condemned, scourged, 
crowned, clad in purple, and- crucified, — 
at which time the sun wes obscured, the eaHh 
quaked, the graves opened, and the dead 
arose, and went into the city. After bis 
resurrection, Jesus appeared several times to 
his disciples in Jerusalem, and at lengtii : 1^4 
them from the city to Bethany whencorihe 
ascended to heaven. The disciples tbea re- 
turned to Jerusalem when Matthias was chosen 
to be an Apostle in the place of Judas ; and 
at Jerusalem they awaited the descent ctf^ ^*^t&4 
Holy Ghost on the day of Pentecost. ''^At 
Jerusalem Peter healed the lame man at* the 
gate of the Temple called. Beautiful ; Ananias

j|j|PPA, an ancient sea-port on the shores of 
r the Mediterranean. At this place Peter had 
a vision which shewed him the necessity of 
preaching the gospel to the Gentiles as well 
»s to the Jews; and here also he raised to life 
Porcas, a faithful disciple ; " full of good works 
'and alms deeds." (Acts ix. 36-43 : x.) seep.SQ. 

JORDAN, the chief river of the Holy Land, 
' *in which John baptized, and to which Jesus 
' went to be baptized before he commenced his 
ftiinistry. (Matt iii.) seep. 87. 

JUDEA, the most southern of the provinces of 
. ; the Holy Land, and the most celebrated ; its 
I ^boondary northward was Samaria^ south- 
< jward Tdumea, eastward the Dead Sea and 
:« the. Jordan, and westward the Mediterranean 
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Sea. lis melrapalis wm Jenua^tn SBdite 
principiJ cities^ towns, and villageii were Ae- 
nf^f BetUehem, Betibany^ BeSfhage, Btai- 
matw^ EpbrahU) ArimaAhea, Arotw^ Gasa, 
Joppa» Bama, and Lydda. It had it9 Jiauiif 
Jtidee, fi'cmi the greater portion of it havi^ig 
be^n the iuheritance of the trihe of Judah ; 
and frinn the whole havfng formed the king- 
dom of Jndah, when the Israelites were divid- 
ed into two kingdotns after Solomon's death.

JiJD£A, Hill country of. This tract of coun- 
try was situated a few miles to the southj >of 
Bethlehem, approadiing to the bord«nK(-of 
Idumea. It was the country to which Mkry 
went from Nazareth to visit her consiil Blioa- 
beth, after the angel had announced ti hbr 
that she was to be the mother of the iief^] 
siah. (Luke i. 39.) f^^ 

JUDBA, Wilderness of. This was a hffly^ 
wooded, and thinly inhabited country to wa* 
west of the Dead Sea. In this desert John was 
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-vU^up^kt tip^ and abode, and here he first be^ 
--.ffeLU topreadi, and delare tbeeeitiing of Christ. 
' iiTbm iiasert w Buppoiied to he the' seene of 
. . the first temptation nvhieh Jesus anderwent. 

LAODICEA, a city of Phryffia which was d^s* 
;" frayed together with CoTosse and Hiera- 
polls by au earthquake. The city was once 
■ Wealthy and magnificent. St. Paul pro- 
bably visited it, for in his epistle to the 
Colossians, he expresses great anxiety for the 
iishureh of Laodicea. This church was one of 
K^faeaeiren Asian churches which 8t^ John ad* 
i( dressed ; he calls it ^^ lukeivann," and ignorant 
/-of its ^^ wretched, and miserable, aud poor» 
iand blind, and naked" condition. (Col. ii. 1 ; 
^ii. 18^ l«; Rev. iii. 14-20.) 

LAfS'EA, a city of Crete whose harbours are 
called Fairhavens. St. Paul sailed near it 
on his voyage to Rome. (Acts xxvii. 8.) 

LIBYA, a country of Africa west of Egypt of 
,*. which Cyreoe was the capital. (Acts ii. 10.) 
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LYCAONIA9 a province of Asia Minor whbAc 
chief cities were Iconiuin, Lystra^ and Deri>e. 
Paul and Bamal>as planted several churches 
* in this province. (Acts xiv. 6.) 

LYCIA, a province of Asia Minor, which con- 
tained many cities, only two of which are 
mentioned in the Scriptures, Myra and Patara. 
(Acts XXV ii. 5.)

LYDDA, a city on the coast of Judea at which 
St. Peter healed Eneas of the palsy, after he 
had kept his bed eight years. (Acts^ i^ 
33,34.) 

LY^DIA, Wris a celebrated kinf^dom of Asia 
Minor ; it contained the cities of Lydja, 
Sardia, Philadelphia ; Thyatira, Smyrna, ;and 
Ephesiis ; all the seven churches of Asia, 
excq)t Perp^amos and Laodicea were in Lydia. 

LYSTRA, a city of Lyeaonia to which P*ul 
and Barnabas fled when they left Iconiuin* 
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^ Fstal healed acripple there, and the inhabitants, 
< Boppoisiing that their gods were come down in 
the likeness of men, were about to offer sacri- 
fices to them. These people were afterwards 
persuaded by certain Jews who bore enmity 
to the gospel, to stone Paul and cast him out 
' of their city; but he and Barnabas then went 
to Derbe, and thence returned through Lystra 
and Iconium to go to Antioch. Lystra was 
he native plac^ of Timothy. (Acts xiv, l- 
xvi. 1.) 

MiiCEDONIA, an extensive province of an- 
cient Greece ; its chief cities were Thessa- 
, lonica, Aniphipolis, Philippi, and Berea. 
When St. Paul was at Troas he was instructed 
by a vision to go and preach the gospel in 
^ IVIacedonia. Silas and Timothy also preach- 
ed ill Macedonia. (Acts xvi. 9 ; xviii. 5. ) 

MA6DALA, a city on the western coast of the 

Miiea of Galilee ; it is the place to which Jesus 

orossed after be. had miraculously fed 4,000 
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. permns in tlie deeert of Bethnaida. . Of Ais 
city Mary Magdalene U supposed 'to have 
been.a native. (Matt xv. 39.) . i f/ 

MELITA, an island in the Mediterranean Sfea, 
about 50 miles in eircuniference, at i^ihieh 8t. 
Paul was shipwrecked in his voyage to H^e. 
Here a viper fastened on his hand which 'he 
shook off, and was unhurt by it ; he was iiph 
tertained by Publius the chief man of the is- 
land, whose father he healed of a fever. He 
also healed many other sick people dur|nff 
his stay of three months on the island. ( J^^Ju 
xxviii. I-IO.) 

MIL£TUM,a town in the island of Crete iat 
which St Paul left Trophimus sick. (2 Tim. 
iv.20.) ^i. 

MILETUS, a sea-port of Caria at which ^St 
Paul stayed on nis voyagfe from MaeedUhia 
to Jerusalem ; he sent for the elders e§ the 
church at fiphesus ; exhorted tliem^ pragred 
with them, and left .lkem^V4Mirrowiog lor' the 
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1 urotils he ^puke^ that they should tee his fttee 
:uA nuNna'' (Acti xx^ 38.)

I^YSIA, the north-western province of Asia 
Minor ; it was visited by St Paul, but he was 
not permitted to remain there being directed 

' ' to pass over to Macedonia. (Acta xvi. 7,8.) 

NAIN, a small city of Galilee not far from 
,>Nasaireth, and about two milea sooth of 
V i /M«NiBt Tabor. At the giales of this city J csuh 

'•raised to life a widow's only son ; here also he 
- dined with a Pharisee, and a woman washed 

I ids feet. (Liilc*viLll.l&> 
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NAZARETH, a small city of Ldwer Galilfee, 
about seventy-three miles north of Jerusalem, 
it is situated on the side of a hill and over« 
looks the vale of Nazareth. At this dty 
Mary resided ^hen the au^el Gabriel an- 
nounced to her that she should be the mother 
of the Saviour. Though Jesus was not born 
here, he resided in the city with his parents 
during his childhood and youth, and from 
this circumstance he was called " a Nazarene.'^ 
When he preached at Nazareth, the people 
" wondered at the gracious words which pro- 
ceeded out of his inouth ;'* but afterwards 
they said, " Is not this the carpenter's son t" 
and were offended at him. He did not per* 
form many mighty works at Nazareth because 
of the unbelief of the people, who on one oc- 
casion were about to throw him down head- 
long from the hill on which the city was built. 
(Matt. xiii. 53*5K ; Luke iv. 16-31. 

KEAPOLIS, a sea-port town of Macedoniia/ a 
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few miles south of Philippi, at which St. Paul* 
. disembarked when be passed from Asia to 
Macedonia. (Acts xvi. 11.) 

NEPHTHALIM, the territory of the tribe of 
Naplitali in which Jesuf^ resided and preach- 
' ed much during his public ministry. ( Mutt. iv.. 
18-15.) seep. 112. 

NtCOPOLIS, a city of Macedonia at which St. 
Paul passed a winter, and from which . he 
wrote the Bpistle to Titus. (Titus iii. 12.) 

OlilVES, Mount of, a celebrated mountain 
. east of Jerusalem which derived its name 
from the number of olive trees which grew 
^pon it. On this mountain our Saviour cursed 
Jthe barrc^n fig-tree, and it withered away ; here 
be also predicted the destruction of Jerusalem, 
and from it he rode in humble triumph into- 
the city a few days before he suffered. After 
his resurrection he ascended to heaven from 
this mountain in the presence of his disciples*. 
(Matt. %%{v. 3 ; Acts i. 12.)

PAMPHYLIA, a produce of Asia Mutor in 
which Paul and Barnabas preached; a nnmber^ 
of JeWH from Pamphylia were present, on the 
day of Pentecost when the Holy Ghost des- 
cended on the Apostles. The chief cities of 
Pamphylia were Perga and Attalia. (Acts, 
ii. 10; xxvii. 6.) 

PAPHOS, the chief city of the island of Cyprus, 
at which Sergias Paulas the governor resided ; 
it wa» at this place that Eiymas was struck 
with blindness for opposing the gospel. ( Acts 
xiii. 6.) 

PATARA, a sea- port of Lycia, about forty 
miles west of Myra ; St Paul touched at this 
place on his voyage from Macedonia to 
t^oentcia* (Acts xxi, 1.) 

PATMOS, a small barren island in the Egean 
Sea, about twenty-five miles in drcumfereBoe ; 
it was chosen by the Boman Emperors as 
a place of exUe w c^ain o&nders^ and f o it 
St; John was bani^h^ in : die. rdign of the 
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ruBnpetor Domiiian Jt« D* 94 ; while there he 
T wrote the Revelation. Rev. i. 9.) 

PElRE A, a district of the Holy Land to the 
east of the Jordan its most noted place was 
'the fortress of Macha&rus, which though not 
mentioned in the Scriptures, is memorable 
from John the Baptist having there been put 
to death. 

PERGA, a city of Pamphylia which was visit- 
edi by Paul and Barnabas after they left Pa- 
phos ; at this place John Mark left them and 
returned to Jerusalem. (Acts xiii. 13,14. 

PERGAMOS, a city of Mysia, and one of the 
seven churches of Asia. (Rev. ii. 12-17.) 

PHCENICIA, a narrow tract of country on the 
wmjst of the Mediterranean Sea, between Ga- 
lilee nnd Syria ; it was called Svro-phoenicia 
' after it wm conquered and added to the kiiig- 
*dom of Syria. It was tormerly noted for its 
manufactures^ its artificers, and its commerce. 

N 
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Its principal cities were Tyre, Sidon, Ptoleinaisi 
and Sarepta. 

PHILADELPHIA, one of the cities of LjiSa, 
and also one of the seven Asian chnrebes. 
This ohnroh is commended and encouraged by 
the Apostle, for its works and fer its faith. 
(Rev. ill. 7-12.) 

PHILIPPI, one of the chief cities of Macedo-' 
nia, it was vinited by Paul and Silas in obe- 
dience to a vision which St. Paul had at Troan* 
Here Paul met Lydia, a seller of purple of 
1 by atira, who ^ as converted and baptised. 
Here also he dispossessed a young female 
slave of an evil spirit, i\hose masters, thus 
losing the gains her soothsaving brought 
them, dragged Paul and Silas before the 
magistrates of the city, who ordered theui to 
he beaten and cast into prison At midnight 
while the Apostles were singing praises to God, 
the prison- doors were miraculously flung 
0|.eu, and the bands of all the piisoners were 



.i 
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loosed. The gaoler was about to kill himself^ 
but he was prevented by Paul who declared the 
gospel to hltn, and converted, and baptized him 
and bis household. The next morning the 
magistrates ordered the Apostles to be released, 
but the Apostles demanded, as they had been 
imprisoned unjustly, that the magistrates 
should come and set them free publicly. After 
this was done the Apostles went to the house 
of Lydia and comforted the brethren. (Acts 
xvi. ) Philippi was the first place on the con- 
tinent of Europe at which St. Paul preached the 
gospel, and the members of this church are 
commended by him for their liberal charity 
to the poor brethren of Judea. 

PHKYGIA, a province of Asia Minor through 
which St. Paul travelled, and planted church- 
es ; and whose chief cities were Laodicea, 
Hierapolis, andColossae. (Acts xvL 6.) 

PISIDIA, a mountainous province of Asia 

N 2 
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Minor, which formerly contained many cities; 
its chief city was Antioch. (Acts xiv. 24.) 

PONTrS, the north-eastern province of Asia 
Minor, of which Aquila was a native ; it 
is supposed that St Peter introduced the 
gospel here, as his first Epistle is addressed to 
the believers scattered in this and other 
countries. (Acts xviii. 2 ; 1 Pet i. 1.) 

PTOLEMAIS, a commercial city of Phcenicia* 
and the same as Accho. St. Paul stopped at 
this place and saluted the brethren on his 
route from Macedonia to Jerusalem. (Acts 
xxi. 7.) The city is now known as Acre. 
seep. 4. • 

PUTEOLI, an ancient city of Naples^ at which 
St. Paul landed and abode seven days on his 
first journey to Borne, it was situated about 
100 mOes south of Roiiie. (Acta xxviii. 13.) 

BAM A, a small town of* Judea about six miles 
nearly north of Jerusalem, the infant child^ 
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ren of which were cruelly massacred with 
those of Bethlehem by the command of Herod. 
(Mattii. 18.) 

RHEGIUM, a sea-port of Italy opposite to 
Sicily ; St. Paul stayed here one day on 
his voyag^e as a prisoner to Rome. (Acts 
xxviii. 13.) 

RHODES, an island of the Mediterranean, the 
principal city of which is also called Rhodes. 
This island is about 120 miles in circumfer- 
ence. Paul stopped here on bis voygae from 
Greece to Rome. (Acts xxi. I.) 

ROME, one of the most famous cities of the 
world, it is the capital of Italy, and it was 
the metropolis of the Roman Empire, it is 
situated on the river Tiber, and at one time is 
said to have contained near 2,000,000 of in- 
habitants. To this city St Paul was taken 
a prisoner, he lived there two years, preach- 
ing the gospel to the Gentiles as well as the

Jewfii. There he was probuhly beheaded, A. D. 
66 ; and there Peter was crucified at about 
the same time. (Acts xxviii. 16. ) seep. 127. ) 

SAL AMIS, a city on the eastern coast of the 
island of Cyprus. It was visited and the 
gospel preacned in the synagogue there, by 
the Apostles Paul and Barnabas. (Acts 
xiu. 5. 



SALMONE, a maritime city and promontory on 
the eastern extremity of the island of Crete. 
St. Paul sailed under this promontory on his 
voyage to Rome. (Acts xxvii. 7.) 

SALIM, one of the places near the Jordan at 
which John baptized, it was near Enon. 
(John iii. 23.) 

SAMARIA. The province of the Holy Land 
which lay between Judea and Galilee. Its 
chief cities were Sychar, Samaria, Cesarea, 
and Antipatris. The Saviour went through 
Samaria when he left Jerusalem after the first 
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^Puim^ver ; he stopped at Jacob's Well near 
Sycbar* aod conversed with a womau there, 
I who weUt and spread his fame about that 
country. At the approach of the fourth pass- 
over Jesusi was a^ain going through Samaria, 
and sent iMessengers before him, but the 
people would not receive him ; his disciples 
James and John wished to destroy them, but 
Jesus reproved them saying that he came to 
save, not to destroy. At the city of Samarin 
Philip the deacon preached and worked mira- 
cles, and Peter and John rebuked Simon 
Magus ; there also the angel appeared to 
Philip and directed him to go towards Gaza. 
(John iv. 5-42 ; Luke ix. 52-62 ; Acts viii. 
1-26.) The city Samaria was rebuilt by 
Herod the Great, and called Sebastc. 
aee p, 128. 

8 AMOS, an island in the £gean Sea, which is 
mentioned in St Paul's voyage from Corinth 
to Jerusalem, it is nearly seventy miles in 
circumference. (Acts xx. 15.) 
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SAMOTHRACIA, asmall island in the E^ean 
Sea, which St. Paul came to as he went nrom 
Troas to Philippi, when directed to ^preach 
the gospel in Macedonia. (Acts xvi. 11.) 

SARDIS, the capital of the ancient kingdom 
of Lydia, celebrated for its wealth, its splen- 
dour, and its wickedness. One of the seven 
churches of Asia was at Sardis, and to it St. 
John addressed solemn warnings to hold fast 
their knowledge of the gospel, and to repents 
(Rftv. iii. 1-6.) 

SAREPTA, a maritime city of Phoenicia near 
which a Syro- Phoenician woman besought 
our Saviour to go and heal her daughter who 
had an unclean spirit. (Matt. xv. 22-24; 
Luke iv. 26.) see p. 146. 

SAKON, a fetile plain between Lydda and the 
Mediterranean having a town of the same 
name, the inhabitants of which turned to the 
Lord when they saw Eneas restored by th3 
Apostle Peter. (Acts ix. 35. ) 
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SCYTHOPOLIS, a city on the west ot the 
Jordan, near which John was baptizinj^ when 
he bore his second Testimony to Jesus as 
the Messiah, and from which place Andrew 
and Simon followed the Saviour. (John i. 
29-34.) The city was anciently called Beth- 
shan. see. p. 33. 

SELEUCIA, a sea- port of Syria, near to An- 
tioch from which the Apostles Paul and 
Barnabas sailed for Cyprus. (Acts xiii. 4.) 

SIDON, a very ancient and celebrated port and 
city of Phoenicia. It was famous for its great 
commerce, its learning, its manufactures, and 
its idolatry. Many of the Sidonians attend- 
ed the instructions of the Saviour. St. Paul 
was permitted to land at Sidon to see his 
friends when he was taken a prisoner to Rome. 
(Markiii. 8; vii. 24; Acts xxvii. 3.) see 
j9. 135. 

SILO AM, the name of a pool or fountain near 
Jerusalem. In this pool our Saviour ordered 
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a blind ihan to i^ash, and his »ight was 
restored. Near to this pool was a tower which 
fell on eighteen persons. (John ix. 7.) 

SM YRN A, a city of Asia Minor ; it only is men- 
tioned in Scripture as oni» of the seven Asian 
churches. The " angel," messenger, or bis- 
hop of this church is solemnly forewarned of 
the evils which would befal the church, and 
exhorted to obtain ^' a crown of life" by " be- 
ing fiiithful unto death." (Rev. ii. 8-11.) 

SYCHAR, an ancient city of the Holy Land, 
and mentioned in the Kew Testament as that 
at which our Saviour conversed with a wo- 
man of Samaria about "the living water," 
and revealed to her that he was the promised 
Messiah. A number of people of that city 
believed on Jesus from the testimony of the 
woman, and many more believed because of 
his own word and said, we " know that this is 
indeed the Christ, the Saviour of the world." 
(John iv. 5-42.) The city was anciently 
cailefl Shechem. see p. 131. 
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SYRACUSE, a celebrated city of SicUy, at 
which St. Paul tarried three days ou his way 
to Rome. (Acts xxviii« 12.) 

SYRIA, a country to the north and north-east 
of the Holy Land ; the lame of Jesus went 
** throughout all Syria/' Its chief ciiy was 
Antioch. (Matt iv. 24.) 

TABOR, Mount, a mountain to the south-west 
of the sea of Galilee whereon Jesus was trans- 
figured, and where Moses and Elias talked 
with him, in the presence of Peter, James, 
and John ; when a voice from heaven tes- 
tified of Jesus, ^^ This is my beloved Son in 
whom I am well pleased, hear ye him." 
(Matt. xvii. 1 ; Mark ix 2.) see p. 140. 

TARSUS, a wealthv and populous city of 
Cilicia famous as the birth-place of St Paul 
the great apostle of the Gentiles. The gospel 
was early preached, and a Christian church 
planted at Tarsus. (Acts ix. 30; xxi. 30.) 
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THESSALONICA, the capital of Macedonia ; 
it was visited by Paul and Silas after they 
left Philippi. St. Paul preached there 
three Sabbath days, and the Jews excited a 
tumult a^aiTist hini« St. Paul commends 
this church for its liberality to the poor breth- 
ren of Judea. (Acta xvii. 2.) 

THREE TAVERNS, a small town or village 
of Italy at which many travellers stopped 
for refreshment : St. Paul came to it on his way 
to Rome. (Acts xxviii. 15.) 

THYATIRA, a considerable city of Lydia, and 
the seat of one of the seven churches of Asia. 
This church is severely reproved for suffering 
a false prophetess to seduce its members from 
the faith. (Acts xvi. 14 ; Rev. ii. 18-29.) 

TTBEKIAS, a city on the western coast of the 
sea of Galilee about eighty miles north of 
Jerusalem, it na^ built by Herod Agrippa 
and named by him in honour of the Emperor 
Tiberius. St. John mentions that many peo- 
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pie of Tiberias followed Jesus in boats to 
Capernaum, when they heard of his miracles. 
(JohnvL 1.25.) 

TRACHONITIS, a region of Perea having 
Iturea on the south and Abilene on the north. 
(Luke iii. 1.) 

TROAS, a city and port of Mysia, on the 
£gean, Sea near where the ancient city of 
Troy once stood. Here St. Paul had a vision 
respecting his going to preach in Macedonia. 
He again visited Troasonhis way from Corinth 
to Jerusalem, preached to the disciples on the 
first day of the wieek until midnight, when 
Eutychns slept, fell down, and was killed ; 
but St. Paul restored him to life. (Acts xx. 
6. 6 ; (2 Tim. iv. 13.) 

TROGYLLIUM, a town and promontory in 
Lydia at which St. Paul rested one day on 
his way to Jerusalem. (Acts xx« 1&) 

TYRE^ a large and ancient city and sea-pwt 
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of PhcBnicia, about 25 miles south of Sidou. 
Many of the inhabitants of Tyre attended 
the preaching and sa^w the miracles of our 
Saviour. St. Paul visited the city on hi^ 
way to Jerusalem, found disciples there, and 
remained with them seven days. (Mark. iii. 
8 ; Acts xxi. 3-6.) seep. 144. 

ZABULON, the portion of the Holy Land 
which was the inheritance of the descendants 
of Zabulon. . The inhabitants of this district, 
and of Nephtalim saw much of our Saviour, 
heard his gracious words, saw his glorious 
works and many became his disciples. (Matt, 
iv. 13-15; Acts ii. 7.) 
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^^^ It i« scarcely necessary, considering the pro- 
gress that has been made in teaching by correct me- 
thods, to urge the employment of Maps whenever 
Geographical lessons are conveyed to the young ; by 
no other means can the relative situations of the places 
to which their attention is directed be realized and the 
events connected therewith localized, in the juvenile 
mind. 

The compiler of this little work has prepared, to

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This series of Tables, printed in differently coloured Periods, 
and in a large type, presents the most remarkable events of the Old 
Testament History ; and is intended to be studied simultaneously 
by a large Glass of pupils, who are afterwards to be questioned 
upon it by the Teacher. It has been prepared to assist in keep- 
ing in the minds of children the Succession of Events, as well 
as the Events themselves, and the Places at which they occurred. 

In all Historical acquisitions it is much easier to remember that 
certain Events took place, and even their locality, than their 
order in reference to other Events ; and it is thought that this 
particular object will be gained by suspending in a School-room 
a Table of this nature, and going through certain portions of it 
at stated times, with the Tupils, assisted by Maps.
